The AHECC is designed for use by exporters, customs brokers and freight forwarders in the classification of goods when providing export 
declarations to the Australian Customs Service, and to assist users interpret export statistics published by the Australian Bureau of Statistics 
(ABS). 


It is compiled by the ABS and based on the six digit international Harmonized Description and Coding System (Harmonized System or HS) 
developed by the World Customs Organization (WCO) for describing internationally traded goods. Australia extends the six digit international 
HS by two digits to provide a finer level of detail to meet Australian statistical requirements. 


The most significant changes to the classification occur when the WCO undertakes periodic reviews of the international HS. Implementation of 
the last review occurred on 1 January 2002 and the next is expected to be implemented on 1 January 2007. Between these major reviews, 
the ABS keeps the AHECC current by making any updates required on 1 January and 1 July each year. 


Users should check the International Trade theme page for the most recent information relating to the AHECC.

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The Australian Harmonized Export Commodity Classification (AHECC) is designed: 
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e for use by exporters and agents to classify goods when providing export declarations to Australian Customs Service (Customs); and 
e to assist users in the interpretation of export statistics published by the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS). 


The AHECC is based on the 6-digit items of the Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding System (Harmonized System or HS). The 
HS is a broad classification system of approximately 5,000 6-digit headings which are used to classify internationally traded goods as they 
enter or leave a country. It was developed and is maintained by the World Customs Organization (WCO). First introduced on 1 January 1988, 
it has been adopted by most trading nations, including Australia. It enables information on traded goods to be compared internationally. 


Australia expands the international HS to produce two different classifications for imports and exports. These classifications are the Combined 
Australian Customs Tariff Nomenclature and Statistical Classification (referred to as the Customs Tariff or simply the Tariff) and the 
Australian Harmonized Export Commodity Classification (referred to as the AHECC). 


The extensions to the HS exist: 


e for customs purposes, to differentiate between imported goods grouped under a single 6-digit HS code. Such differentiation is generally 
driven by the need to impose varying import duty rates on similar goods. This is achieved by adding two digits to the HS code, making an 
8-digit code. This extension to the HS is maintained by Customs; and 

e for statistical purposes, to provide a finer level of detail. This is achieved by adding two digits to the combination of HS and Customs 8- 
digit codes for imports and to the 6-digit HS codes for exports. The statistical codes are maintained by the ABS. 


The international HS is subject to ongoing review by the WCO to ensure it: 


e reflects newly developed commodities and changes in the types of commodities traded; 
e meets administrative requirements (for example for the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT)); and 
e minimises the burden on data providers by requesting only the level of detail that is administratively and statistically relevant. 


Major changes to the international HS are implemented every four or five years. The first set of major changes was made on 1 January 1992 
and impacted almost exclusively on the Explanatory Notes used to interpret the HS. The next rounds of major changes to the HS were 
implemented on 1 July 1996 and on 1 January 2002. The fourth set of major changes are planned for implementation on 1 January 2007. 


In addition to incorporating amendments to the Harmonized System, changes to the statistical items are introduced by the Australian Bureau 
of Statistics (ABS) for a variety of reasons. These reasons may include the rationalisation of units of quantity; the creation of more meaningful 


descriptors for existing statistical items; the creation of additional codes to accommodate changes in technology and user requests; or the 
amalgamation of codes which are recording minimal volumes of trade. 
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Contents >> Introduction and explanatory notes >> 1.2 General rules for the interpretation of the Harmonized System 
Rules for classification of goods in the Harmonized System are prescribed in Schedule 2 of the Customs Tariff. These rules are applicable 
to the AHECC and are reproduced below. 


1 The titles of Sections, Chapters and sub-Chapters are provided for ease of reference only; the classification should be determined 
according to the terms of the headings and any relative Section or Chapter Notes and, provided such headings or Notes do not otherwise 
require, according to the following provisions: 


2 (a) any reference in a heading to an article shall be taken to include a reference to that article incomplete or unfinished, provided that, as 
presented, the incomplete or unfinished article has the essential character of the complete or finished article. It shall also be taken to include a 
reference to that article complete or finished (or falling to be classified as complete or finished by virtue of this Rule), presented unassembled 
or disassembled. 


(b) any reference in a heading to a material or substance shall be taken to include a reference to mixtures or combinations of that material or 
substance with other materials or substances. Any reference to goods of a given material or substance shall be taken to include a reference 
to goods consisting wholly or partly of such material or substance. The classification of goods consisting of more than one material or 
substance shall be according to the principles of Rule 3. 


3 When by application of Rule 2 (b) or for any other reason, goods are, prima facie, classifiable under two or more headings, classification 
should be effected as follows: 


(a) the Heading which provides the most specific description shall be preferred to Headings providing a more general description. However, 
when two or more Headings each refer to part only of the materials or substances contained in mixed or composite goods or to part only of 
the items in a set put up for retail sale, those headings are to be regarded as equally specific in relation to those goods, even if one of them 
gives a more complete or precise description of the goods. 


(6) mixtures, composite goods consisting of different materials or made up of different components, and goods put up in sets for retail sale, 
which cannot be classified by reference to 3 (a), shall be classified as if they consisted of the material or component which gives them their 
essential character, in so far as this criterion is applicable. 


(c) when goods cannot be classified by reference to 3 (a) or 3 (b), they shall be classified under the heading which occurs last in numerical 
order among those which equally merit consideration. 


4 Goods which cannot be classified in accordance with the above Rules should be classified under the heading appropriate to the goods to 
which they are most akin. 


5 In addition to the foregoing provisions, the following Rules should apply in respect of the goods referred to therein: 


(a) camera cases, musical instrument cases, gun cases, drawing instrument cases, necklace cases and similar containers, specially shaped 
or fitted to contain a specific article or set of articles, suitable for long-term use and presented with the articles for which they are intended, 
shall be classified with such articles when of a kind normally sold therewith. The Rule does not, however, apply to containers which give the 
whole its essential character, 


(b) subject to the provisions of Rule 5 (a) above, packing materials and packing containers presented with the goods therein shall be 
classified with the goods if they are of a kind normally used for packing such goods. However, this provision is not binding when such packing 
materials or packing containers are clearly suitable for repetitive use. 


6 For legal purposes, the classification of goods in the subheadings of a heading should be determined according to the terms of those 
subheadings and any related Subheading Notes and, mutatis mutandis, to the above Rules, on the understanding that only subheadings at 
the same level are comparable. For the purposes of the Rule the relative Section and Chapter Notes also apply, unless the context otherwise 
requires. 
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Contents >> Introduction and explanatory notes >> 1.3 Classifying goods to the AHECC 

Goods are classified according to the general rules for the interpretation of the Harmonized System, as presented in Section 1.2. The 
following notes are provided to assist in understanding the HS classification and in determining the correct AHECC items to be used in making 
Customs export declarations. They are not exhaustive but try to cover the most important aspects of the classification of goods. 


CLASSIFICATION STRUCTURE 
The AHECC has a structure comprising four levels, namely, sections, chapters, headings and sub-headings. At the section level, the main 
purpose is to provide a limited number of categories which will provide a broad picture of the goods being internationally traded. The chapter 


(2-digit level), heading (4-digit level) and sub-headings (6-digit level) provide increasingly detailed dissections of the broad categories. 


Sections 1 to 15 classify raw materials including manufactures classified by material. Sections 16 to 21 classify manufactures not classified by 
material. 


Goods obtained from the same material are generally grouped together and are arranged progressively from the raw material or less 
manufactured product through to the finished or more highly manufactured product. 


Certain categories of exports, for example, goods re-exported after being imported for industrial processing and some ships and aircraft 
stores, are not classified in the normal manner and are included in either Chapter 98 or 99. For further details see Section 1.4. 


CLASSIFICATION PRINCIPLES 


The following general principles should be followed when classifying goods: 


determine the broad category to which the goods fall for example, raw materials or semi-manufactures and finished goods; 
select the appropriate section and chapter from the Summary of Classification, Section 2.1; 

review the Section and Chapter notes, as these notes can affect your classification decision; 

examine the 4-digit headings in the chosen chapter to determine the most appropriate 6-digit headings; and, 

consider all the detailed 8-digit classifications under the selected 6-digit item to select the most appropriate code. 


The following points should also be borne in mind when classifying goods: 


e classification by end-use can at times be misleading: a given commodity could, perhaps, be applied to a variety of end uses, for example, 
cut timber. Products of this nature should therefore be classified according to their material content; and, 

e in some instances, however, the end-use is very clear, and the value-added in adapting the commodity for that end use high. In such 
instances, classification by end use is appropriate, for example, typewriter ribbons of silk should be classified to 9612.10 ‘Typewriter and 
similar ribbons' not 5007.20 ‘Fabrics of silk’. 


For further details see Section 1.2. 
CLASSIFICATION OF PARTS 
When classifying parts it is important to consider: 


e parts for general use do not take the classification of the whole goods unless indicated to the contrary by a heading at the 4-, 6-, or 8-digit 
level for example, 7315 'Chain and parts thereof, of iron or steel’; 

e where parts can be identified as being mainly for use with particular machines or apparatus they are classified under the same 4-digit 
heading as that particular machine or apparatus but not necessarily under the same 8 digit AHECC item; and, 

e when a part is given a specific item number in the AHECC that item should be used even when the part is for a specific machine or 
apparatus. However, the preceding point applies if the part is in a single consignment of mixed parts of what is essentially a complete 
machine. For example, timing gears for railway locomotives should be entered specifically as timing gears (AHECC item 8483.40.10) not 
as parts of locomotives (AHECC item 8607.91) unless they come in a single consignment with other parts for assembly of an essentially 
complete locomotive.

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CHAPTER 98 Special transactions and commodities not classified according to kind 


This chapter includes: 


donated or bequeathed goods; 

goods re-exported from Australia after being imported for industrial processing; 

goods exported from Australia which are to be re-imported after industrial processing; and 

exports of mixed goods (including ship and aircraft stores being loaded on foreign registered ships and aircraft) where four or more 
commodities in a single consignment are reported, with a value of less than $5,000 for each commodity (excluding goods in bond subject 
either to excise or customs duty). Exports coded to AHECC item 9809.00.01 may include: small value ships' and aircraft stores; small 
value shipments of mixed goods; shipments of small value commodities associated with the initial installation of large scale projects. 
Goods requiring a permit should not be classified to this AHECC, but should be classified by kind. The exceptions are goods requiring an 
AQIS or Horticulture Australia permission and first aid kits. 


Questions about the use of 9809.00.01 should be directed to the Classification Manager, telephone (02) 6252 5409. All other exports with 
values of $5,000 or more per commodity (including ships' or aircraft stores in bond and subject to excise or customs duty) should be recorded 
under their substantive AHECC items. 


CHAPTER 99 Commodities and transactions not included in merchandise trade 


This chapter includes goods that the United Nations defines as being outside the scope of merchandise trade statistics. Goods recorded in 
this chapter are known as non-merchandise trade and are not included in Australia's international merchandise export statistics. 


Non-merchandise trade includes: 


e goods exported after being imported on a temporary basis - ships, boats, floating structures, goods for public exhibition and goods 
originally imported under Section 162 or 162A of the Customs Act, for example, racing cars and associated equipment for the Australian 
Grand Prix, NZ race horses for the Melbourne Cup, paintings for art exhibitions; 
goods exported on a temporary basis and intended to be re-imported; 
goods exported for repair, alteration or renovation and subsequent re-importation; 
goods re-exported from Australia after being imported for repair, alteration or renovation; 
passengers’ personal effects for which a customs entry is required; 
Goods exported by the Australian Defence Force, for use by the Australian Defence Force, for operational, training or military exercise 
deployment; and 
e miscellaneous commodities and transactions not included in merchandise trade including: 
- ships’ and aircraft stores not subject to excise or customs duty being loaded on Australian registered ships and aircraft 
- Australian-owned airlines' and shipping companies’ parts and equipment for use in servicing their aircraft or ships overseas 
- exports by the Australian government for Australian representatives abroad 
- exports by the Australian government for the administration of Australian territories. 
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The reporting of export details to the Australian Customs Service may be done: 
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e electronically, through the Integrated Cargo System (ICS); or 
e by document, by completing the Export Declaration forms, B957, and if required, export declaration supplementary form B957a (for 
example, see end of Section of 1.5). 
Exporters must report all export details prior to the goods being loaded on board the ship or aircraft transporting them out of Australia. 


For assistance completing an export declaration please contact the Customs Information and Support Centre on 1300 363 263. 


EVIDENCE OF IDENTITY 

If the export declaration is made by document, then evidence of identity must be provided before the form can be accepted. 

The evidence of identity check may be completed at an Australia Post KeyPOST outlet for a fee, or at a public counter at a Customs office. 
A documentary export declaration will not be accepted by Customs except when received via Australia Post KeyPOST or at a Customs 
counter. Original declarations will not be accepted where faxed or mailed directly to Customs. 

CLIENT REGISTRATION 


Export declarations now require an identifier for both the reporting party (Reporting Party ID) and the owner of the goods (Goods owner party 


ID). These IDs will be either an Australian Business Number (ABN) or a Customs Client Identifier (CCID). The CCID is issued by Customs for 
those clients who do not have an ABN. The following clients will need to be registered with Customs before export declarations can be 
lodged: 

e every business that reports directly to Customs; 

e every exporter identified on an export declaration; and 

e any individual, not part of an organisation/business, that reports directly to Customs. 


EXEMPT GOODS 


The following classes of goods are exempt from export declaration requirements, unless there is any permit required by Customs or other 
permit issuing authority prior to export: 


e accompanied or unaccompanied personal or household effects of a passenger or crew member of an outgoing ship or aircraft, in 
reasonable quantities and not to be used in the course of trading outside Australia; 


e goods included in a consignment that is consigned by post, by ship or by aircraft from one person to another person, and that has a value 
not exceeding the current threshold (currently $2,000). 


This exemption does not apply to goods that are: 

(a) dutiable goods where the duty is unpaid; 

(b) excisable goods where the excise is unpaid; or 

(c) goods for which a claim for drawback of Customs duty, excise duty or sales tax is intended. 
e military goods which are the property of: 


(a) Australian Defence Forces - military cargo which is the property of the Australian Defence Forces exported on ADF ships or aircraft from 
an ADF port or airport and which will not be sold or otherwise disposed of outside Australia; and 


(b) Foreign Defence Forces - military goods which are for use in military exercises approved by the Australian Government and which have 
not been entered in an import entry; 


e bags of mail (Australia Post or diplomatic); 


e goods originating in one Australian port or airport moved on an international vessel or aircraft to another Australian port or airport without 
the intention to export; 


e goods temporarily imported using a carnet; 
e ship and aircraft spares for use only on an Australian owned vessel or aircraft; and 


e containers or pallets that are the property of a person carrying on a business in Australia and which are exported on a temporary basis to 


be re-imported, whether they are empty or loaded. 


AGGREGATION OF LINES 
Where all the details of a group of transactions within the consignment, other than quantity, value and gross weight, are identical, the 


transactions may be aggregated to a single line. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR COMPLETING A DOCUMENTARY EXPORT DECLARATION (B957) 

The following instructions are for the documentary export declaration (B957), but the information also applies to declarations lodged 
electronically using EDI or Customs Interactive. Commercial software packages may use different labels for some fields, and the layout of the 
fields is likely to vary. 


Each of the following instructions relates to a field on the export declaration. The numbers shown beside the export declaration fields as 
shown below do not necessarily relate to the item numbers of the fields on an export declaration. Copies of the documentary export 
declaration forms are included at the end of this Section. 


1. CUSTOMS FILE REFERENCE 


Customs use. Leave blank for an original lodgement. If the declaration amends an earlier lodgement, then the Customs File Reference 
allocated by Customs may be shown here. 


2. REPORTING PARTY TYPE (MANDATORY) 


Whether the export declaration is made by the “owner” (including an employee of the owner) or by an authorised “agent” on behalf of the 
owner. 


3. YOUR REFERENCE (MANDATORY) 


Your reference (assigned by the person lodging the export declaration) must be unique and is used for both your files and to differentiate 
between consignments. For EXDOC clients, the EXDOC RFP number is automatically placed in this field in the ICS declaration. 


4. REPORTING PARTY ID (MANDATORY) 


The Customs identifier of the reporting party. The identifier must be either the Australian Business Number (ABN) or Customs Client Identifier 
(CCID). 


5. INTENDED DATE OF EXPORT (MANDATORY) 
The date on which is intended to export the consignment, expressed as DD/MM/YYYY. 


6. UNIQUE CONSIGNMENT REFERENCE NUMBER 


This is the exporter’s (Goods owner) unique reference. 


If a contingency EDN (C-EDN) has been used as authority to export goods, the C-EDN must be shown here when the recovered export 
declaration is lodged. 


7. CUSTOMABLE/JEXCISABLE INDICATOR (MANDATORY) 

Customable/Excisable Goods are goods which would be subject to customs or excise duty if they were to be delivered into home consumption 
rather than being exported. If the goods are customable/excisable, show “Y” in this field and show the establishment code of the warehouse 
from which the goods are to be removed in the Warehouse Establishment ID field. If goods are not customable/excisable goods show “N” in 
this field and leave the Warehouse Establishment ID field blank. 

8. PRESCRIBED GOODS INDICATOR 

Show “Y” if the consignment includes goods that are prescribed warehoused goods under sections 99 and 102A of the Customs Act 1901, 
that is, listed in Schedule 1AAA of the Customs Regulations 1958. If the consignment includes prescribed warehoused goods, then the 


establishment code of warehouse must be identified in the Warehouse Establishment ID field. 


A list of AHECC codes for prescribed warehouse goods is shown at Section 1.6.3 Schedule 1AAA of the Customs Regulations - 
"Prescribed Warehouse Goods". 


If the goods are not prescribed warehoused goods, indicate “N” whether or not there is unpaid customs or excise duty payable on the goods. 
9. WAREHOUSE ESTABLISHMENT ID (MANDATORY IF CUSTOMABLE/EXCISABLE INDICATOR IS YES) 

The establishment code of the warehouse from which the goods are to be removed for export. 

The establishment code should be shown for all dutiable or excisable goods, whether or not the goods are prescribed warehoused goods. 
10. GOODS OWNER PARTY ID (MANDATORY) 


The Customs identifier of the common law owner of the goods. The identifier must be either the ABN or CCID under which the owner is 
registered. 


If the export declaration is made by an agent on behalf of the owner, the ABN or CCID for this item cannot be the same as the Reporting Party 
ID. 


11. BRANCH ID 

An identifier, registered by Customs, that is linked to the Goods Owner Party ID, used to further identify the party within that organisation. 

12. CONFIRMING EXPORTER TYPE (MANDATORY) 

A code indicating whether the exporter has confirming export status and proposes to rely on that status in relation to goods in this declaration. 


e Anon-confirming (normal) declaration is shown as “N”. 


e Aconfirming declaration (before exportation) is shown as “Y”. 
e Aconfirmation (confirmed declaration) is shown as “C”. 
13. EXPORTS GOODS TYPE (MANDATORY) 


Indicate the type of export goods. 


e ST: Stores - the goods are to be taken on board a ship or aircraft as stores. 
e PO: Postal - the consignment is to be consigned by Australia Post. 
e SP: Spares - the goods are to be taken on board a ship or aircraft as spares. 
e AB: Accompanied Baggage - the consignment is to be exported as the accompanied baggage of a passenger. 
e OP: Own Power - the goods will be exported under its own power. 
e OT: Other - any goods that are not specified above. 
14. CONSIGNEE NAME (MANDATORY) 


The name of the person or organisation taking physical possession of the goods. This should be the principal, not a bank, freight forwarder, 
etc. 


15. CONSIGNEE CITY (MANDATORY) 

The city or town in which the person or organisation who takes final physical possession of the goods is located. 

16. PORT OF LOADING (MANDATORY) 

The Location Codes that are issued by the UN (UN/LOCODE) to identify a particular port in a country. In the ICS, the UN/LOCODE contains 5 
characters, which consists of a two character country code (ie AU = Australia) and a three character port code (ie SYD = Sydney). These 


codes are not the same as the International Air Transport Authority (IATA) codes. The list of UN/LOCODEs can be found via the Internet from 
the Customs website or electronically in the ICS. 


e For goods to be exported as sea cargo, the UN/LOCODE of the Australian port at which the goods are loaded onto the ship transporting 
them out of Australia. 

e For goods to be exported as air cargo, the UN/LOCODE of the airport at which the goods are loaded onto the aircraft transporting them 
out of Australia. 

e For goods that are repositioned within Australia prior to export, the UN/LOCODE of the port or airport where the goods are to be loaded 
onto the international carrier that is to export the goods from Australia. For example, goods accepted for export at Burnie and repositioned 
to Melbourne for subsequent export would show AUMEL. 


17. FIRST PORT OF DISCHARGE (MANDATORY) 
The UN/LOCODE of the first port of discharge overseas. This may not necessarily be the final destination of the goods. 


If transshipment is to occur, this will be the first port or airport of discharge. For example, for goods exported to Kuwait via Singapore, the 
port of discharge will appear as "SGSIN" but the Country of Final Destination will appear as "KW". 


18. FINAL DESTINATION COUNTRY CODE (MANDATORY) 


The 1SO3166/1 2-letter code for the country that is to be the final destination of the goods. Refer to Abbreviations and AHECC Summary, 


2.5 Countries of Final Destination or Goods Origin Country Codes. This is the code for the country of final destination of the goods at the 
time of shipment. Do not enter the code for the Country where the goods are to be discharged for subsequent shipment to the country of final 
destination. For example, goods exported to Kuwait via Singapore should appear as "KW" not "SG". 

19. MODE OF TRANSPORT (MANDATORY UNLESS GOODS ARE TO BE EXPORTED BY AUSTRALIA POST) 

Indicate whether the consignment is to be exported by “Sea” or “Air” 

20. VESSEL ID/FLIGHT NO (MANDATORY IF GOODS ARE STORES, SPARES OR ACCOMPANIED BAGGAGE) 

The Lloyd’s identity number, registration number of the aircraft, or customs identifier. 

21. VOYAGE NO (MANDATORY IF A VESSEL ID IS REQUIRED) 


A unique voyage number of the ship carrying the stores, spares or accompanying baggage. 


22. CARGO TYPE 
Indicate the type of cargo. 


C: Containerised - the goods are to be exported as FCL sea cargo. 

CO: Combination - the goods are to be exported as a combination of FCL and LCL or non-containerised sea cargo. 
N: Non-Containerised - the goods are to be exported as LCL or non-containerised sea cargo, or as air cargo. 

B: Bulk - the goods are to be exported as a bulk commodity. 


23. TOTAL NO PACKAGES 


Mandatory if the goods are to be exported by air OR if the goods are to be exported by sea and the Cargo Type is non-containerised or 
combination. 


24. TOTAL NO CONTAINERS 

Mandatory if the Cargo Type is containerised or combination. 
“Containers” refers to shipping containers. 

25. INVOICE CURRENCY (MANDATORY) 


The currency used on the invoice needs to be entered here. Refer to Abbreviations and AHECC Summary, 2.4 Invoice Currency Codes, 
for the codes that should be used. 


26. FOB CURRENCY (MANDATORY) 


If the invoice currency is listed in Abbreviations and AHECC Summary, 2.4 Invoice Currency Codes, (excluding OTH - All other 
currencies), then the FOB currency must be reported here in this currency. If not, then AUD should be reported. 


27. TOTAL FOB VALUE (MANDATORY) 


The total FOB value must be expressed in the currency specified in the FOB currency field and is the free on board value (or customs export 
value) of the goods, including all costs incidental to the sale and delivery of the goods on to the exporting vessel/aircraft. No discount given is 
to be deducted from the true value of the goods.

shelling) should not be considered as stages of production or manufacture. 
e Goods which are imported and re-exported in the same condition as they arrive, or after undergoing repair or minor alteration (i.e. re- 
exports), should be shown as "YY-FO" indicating goods of foreign origin. 
e Goods assembled from parts previously imported from overseas, where the end product does not resemble the component parts, should 
be attributed to the state or territory in which the assembly took place. 
e Where a "raw" product is brought into Australia specifically for processing and re-export, the value added should be attributed to the state 
or territory of processing, whilst the "raw" input should be attributed to “YY-FO”. 
For more information and treatment of more complex situations, please see Australian Customs Notice 2003/70 available on the Customs 
web site. 


NOTE: If goods are excisable product, the origin should always be shown as Australian goods. 
31. GOODS ORIGIN COUNTRY CODE (MANDATORY IF GOODS ORIGIN CODE IS “YY-FO”) 


The 1SO3166/1 2-letter code for the country where the goods were manufactured. For a list of the codes refer to Abbreviations and AHECC 
Summary, 2.5 Countries of Final Destination or Goods Origin Country Codes. 


The new field requiring the identification of a foreign country code for export goods has been included on an export declaration to meet the 
new World Trade Organization (WTO) Agreement on Rules of Origin requirements, expected to be implemented in mid-2005 at the earliest. 
There are no current audit guidelines for the input of data into this field, but the information provided should not be misleading. 


Until more detailed guidelines are issued for the use of this field, the country code known to be, or most likely to be the origin of the goods 
should be input. Where the goods are made up of several components from various foreign sources, the country code for the place where the 
goods were manufactured (that is, the place where the goods were formed through a process, or a series of processes, that changed the 
nature, commercial character and identity of its components) should be nominated. If the goods were not manufactured (for example, the 
goods are merely a collection of unassembled components), the country code for the place where the majority of the components were 
manufactured should be nominated. 


It is expected that once the WTO origin requirements are finalised, those requirements will be published prior to implementation to assist 
industry determine the origin of the goods for the purposes of customs export declarations, as well as for other international trade purposes 
unrelated to the application of preferential duty rates. 

The requirement for accurate information for the state of origin of domestically produced goods has not changed. 

32. TEMPORARY IMPORT NO (MANDATORY IF AHECC is 9902.20.xx) 

A number identifying the export of goods which are temporarily imported under sections 162 and 162A of the Customs Act 1901. The 
number is the “Full Import Declaration Number” assigned by Customs to the goods when they arrived in Australia with the intent of being 
subsequently exported. 


33. NET QUANTITY (MANDATORY) 


The net quantity of goods is described in terms of the units prescribed in the AHECC, (e.g. KG, T, NO). If the unit prescribed by the AHECC is 


‘NR’, the quantity details are not required, but NR must be shown in the units box. Net quantity should not include the weight of any additional 
packaging. 


34. GROSS WEIGHT (MANDATORY)

1.6.1 REPORTING EXPORT GOODS BY CARGO TERMINAL OPERATORS 


Goods must not be delivered to a wharf or airport for export unless the goods have been entered for export and an authority to deal with the 
goods is in force. This does not apply if the goods are exempt from the requirement to be entered, or where the wharf or airport operator is 
responsible for the entry of the goods. 


If the goods for export are consolidated, then the consolidator must report a submanifest to Customs. 


For goods listed below, the wharf or airport must lodge a CTO receival notice quoting the relevant authority to deal or exemption. If no valid 
authority to deal is in force, the wharf or airport will be advised by Customs that the goods may not be loaded on board a ship or aircraft for 
export. It is the exporter’s responsibility to ensure that goods for export have a valid authority to deal before the goods are delivered to the 
wharf or airport. 


Goods that must be reported by the cargo terminal operator on arrival at the wharf or airport. 


e Goods consigned by air, other than livestock. 

Goods consigned by sea, in a container, whether open-roofed or not. 

Goods that are liquids, in a container of cylindrical shape designed for the purposes of transporting liquids (known as tanktainers). 
Excisable goods and imported goods that, if manufactured in Australia, would be excisable goods, other than: 

(a) Ship’s stores or aircraft stores (as defined in section 130C of the Act) or 

(b) Fuel oil being exported in a bulk container. 

Machinery, other than new motor vehicles manufactured in Australia. 


Scrap metal, however packed. 

Goods packed in sealed or closed crates. 

Goods packed in metal, plastic, wood or cardboard boxes that conceal the contents. 
Goods sealed in drums. 


1.6.2 REPORTING “PRESCRIBED WAREHOUSE GOODS” 


Goods that are listed in Schedule 1AAA of the Customs Regulations 1958 that are released from a warehouse for export are known as 
“prescribed warehouse goods” and are subject to additional reporting requirements. 


Prescribed warehouse goods are either tobacco products or alcoholic spirits. 


Prior to release from the warehouse, the warehouse proprietor must send a warehouse release notice (WRL) to Customs giving details 
of the goods, the authority to deal (EDN) and the intended next destination. If the authority to deal is not valid, or the details on the notice 
do not match the details on the export declaration, a response of “No match” is returned to the warehouse and the goods may not be 
released. 

If the WRL response is “Match”, then the goods may be released and delivered to a licensed depot for consolidation, or directly to a wharf 
or airport. The intended depot, wharf or airport will be advised to expect the goods. The goods may not be delivered to any other place. 

If the goods are delivered to a licensed depot for consolidation, then the depot operator must send a depot receival notice (DRC) to 
Customs advising that the goods have been received. A response of “Consolidate” or “Do not consolidate” is sent to the depot operator. 

If the DRC response is “Consolidate”, then the goods may be consolidated with other consignments for export and a submanifest reported 
to Customs. When the consolidation is ready to be delivered to the wharf or airport, the depot operator must send a depot release notice 
(DRL) to Customs giving details of the authority to deal (CRN) and the intended next destination. 

e When the goods are delivered to a wharf or airport, whether directly from the warehouse, or after being consolidated at a licensed depot, 
the cargo terminal operator must send a CTO receival notice (CRC) to Customs as described in the previous section.

Export and import statistics are compiled using information provided by exporters, importers and their agents to Customs. Potentially, 
aggregate export and import statistics are available in a great deal of detail but not all possible cross-classifications are released. Restrictions 
are placed on the release of statistics where the data for an individual or an organisation are identifiable and that entity has requested that the 
data be suppressed. In practice, the way that a restriction is achieved is to conceal the sensitive data by combining it with other data.

There are many reasons why an individual or an organisation may request suppression of data, for example: 


e the individual/organisation may not want the total value and/or unit value of its imports or exports to be known, as such knowledge may be 
damaging to its business activities; 


e the individual/organisation may want to protect details of the quantity of certain goods it trades, or the countries from which it imports or to 
which it exports; 


e animported commodity may be the subject of an anti-dumping inquiry; or 
e exports to or imports from certain countries may be politically sensitive and the individual/organisation may be concerned that disclosure 
of the country of origin/destination may provoke protests or boycotting from other countries or some sections of the local community. 


However, regardless of the reason for requesting confidentiality, if an individual or organisation has shown that release of certain statistics 


would be likely to enable the identification of the trade by that individual or organisation, then the ABS is legally required not to disclose the 
information. 


If you are concerned about the possible disclosure of your trade data, please contact the ABS and your concerns will be investigated. If 
appropriate, restrictions will be placed upon the release of these statistics. See Section 1.10 for address details.

The ABS has responsibility for the maintenance of all aspects of the statistical code component of the AHECC. This maintenance role 
includes updating the classifications by evaluating requests from users of international trade statistics for additions or changes to statistical 
detail. It should be noted, however, that the ABS cannot make any changes to the 6-digit HS codes for exports, as this level of the 
classification is determined by the WCO. 
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In attempting to satisfy the statistical needs of a wide range of users, the ABS strives to keep the classification comprehensive, detailed and 
current. At the same time, however, it is necessary to limit the size and complexity of the classification in order to minimise reporting problems 
for exporters, importers or their agents when completing Customs documentation and to ensure accurate reporting. Additionally, account must 
be taken of the ongoing costs to the ABS associated with editing and processing the data and in maintaining the classifications. 


The ABS receives many requests for the creation of new statistical codes. Such requests will only be considered where they are deemed to 
be in the interests of the industry concerned, as well as in the public interest. Requests of a purely market research nature will not be 
considered. Each request must, therefore, have the written support of a relevant government department, authority or industry association. 
Statements of support from government agencies or industry associations should include the reasons for that support and, in the latter case, a 
listing of the current members of the particular association. 


In addition, higher priority is afforded to requests for changes: 


e which will enable government policy to be formulated, administered or monitored; and, 
e from an industry experiencing or threatened with disruption from imports, where the statistics required would be significant in submissions 
to, for instance, the Productivity Commission. 


Requests to correct the classification will not require industry or government support where the request is aimed at: 


clarifying a classification structure where it is possible to classify a commodity to more than one statistical code; 
correcting a classification structure where a commodity cannot be allocated to any statistical code; 

correcting a classification structure to remove incorrectly allocated statistical codes; and, 

updating a classification structure to reflect current terminology. 


The ABS applies a two phase approach to classification feasibility studies (CFS), which are cost recovered. An initial review is undertaken 
and, if justified, a more detailed review. A flat charge applies for the initial study. This initial study allows the ABS to identify any potential 
problems (e.g. confidentiality restrictions) early in the process, and thus may save the client the cost of a detailed feasibility study. 


The price charged for a detailed study will depend on the number of commodity items to be investigated and the overall complexity of the 
changes requested. The written quote provided to each client will be based on the estimated hours and associated computing costs required 
to complete their particular review and to implement, where applicable, its findings. 


Changes are normally made to the AHECC on 1 January and 1 July of each year. Deadlines for proposals are the preceeding 1 October 
and 1 March respectively. The ABS reserves the right to withdraw statistical code splits which have proved unworkable.

Information lodged by exporters, importers and their agents, with Customs, is used in compiling and publishing export and import statistics. 
These statistics are used to monitor and assess market share and trading patterns. Australian and overseas investors use export and import 
statistics to conduct market research and identify business opportunities. 
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The ABS can provide detailed statistical information on exports and imports of commodities. An example of the level of detail available for 
export or import commodities includes, by: 


country of final destination; 
state of origin; 

port of loading; 

mode of transport; and, 
industry of origin. 


ABS consultants can help exporters and importers choose the statistics which best meet their information needs.

1. For the purposes of 2204.10 "sparkling wine" means wine which, when kept at a temperature of 20 degrees Celsius in closed containers, 
has an excess pressure of not less than 300 kPa. 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 


1. For the purposes of this Chapter, the volume of alcohol contained in goods shall be determined at a temperature of 20 degrees Celsius. 


2. For the purposes of this Chapter and of Chapters 20 and 21, specific gravity calculations for determining the volume of alcohol, or the 
alcoholic strength by volume, shall be made on the basis that, at a temperature of 20 degrees Celsius and in a vacuum, the specific gravity of 
ethyl alcohol is 0.79067. 


3. For the purposes of this Chapter, except 2208.20, "grape wine" is a beverage that: 


(a) has an alcoholic strength by volume exceeding 1.15% vol; and 


(b) is the product of the complete or partial fermentation of fresh grapes or products derived solely from fresh grapes. 

A beverage does not cease to be the product of the complete or partial fermentation of fresh grapes or products derived solely from fresh 
grapes merely because grape spirit, brandy, or both grape spirit and brandy, have been added to it. 

4. For the purposes of this Chapter, "grape wine product" is a beverage that: 

(a) contains at least 700 ml of grape wine per litre; and 


(b) has not had added to it, at any time, any ethyl alcohol from any other source, except: 


(i) grape spirit; or 
(ii) alcohol used in preparing vegetable extracts (including spices, herbs and grasses); and 


(c) has an alcoholic strength by volume of at least 8% vol but not exceeding 22% vol. 

5. For the purposes of 2206, "cider or perry" is a beverage that: 

(a) has an alcoholic strength by volume exceeding 1.15% vol; and 

(b) is the product of the complete or partial fermentation of the juice or must of apples or pears; and 

(c) has not had added to it, at any time, any ethyl alcohol from any other source; and 

(d) has not had added to it, at any time, any liquor or substance (other than water or the juice or must of apples or pears) that gives colour or 
flavour. 

6. For the purposes of 2206, "fruit or vegetable wine" is a beverage that: 


(a) is the product of the complete or partial fermentation of the juice or must of fruit or vegetables, or products derived solely from fruit or 
vegetables; and 


(b) has an alcoholic strength by volume of at least 8% vol but not exceeding 22% vol; and 


(c) has not had added to it, at any time, any ethyl alcohol from any other source, except ethyl alcohol from grape spirit or neutral spirit may be

(g) Enzymes (3507); 


(h) Metaldehyde, hexamethylenetetramine or similar substances, put up in forms (for example, tablets, sticks or similar forms) for use as fuels, 
or liquid or liquefied-gas fuels in containers of a kind used for filling or refilling cigarette or similar lighters and of a capacity not exceeding 300 
cubic centimetres (3606); 


(ij) Products put up as charges for fire-extinguishers or put up in fire-extinguishing grenades, of 3813; ink removers put up in packings for 
retail sale, of 3824; or 


(k) Optical elements, for example, of ethylenediamine tartrate (9001).

Nitro or nitroso groups are not to be taken as "nitrogen-functions" for the purposes of 2929. For the purposes of 2911, 2912, 2914, 2918 and 
2922, "oxygen-function" is to be restricted to the functions (the characteristic organic oxygen-containing groups) referred to in 2905 to 2920. 


5. (a) The esters of acid-function organic compounds of sub-Chapters 1 to 7 with organic compounds of these sub-Chapters are to be 
classified with that compound which is classified in the heading which occurs last in numerical order in these sub-Chapters. 


(b) Esters of ethyl alcohol with acid-function organic compounds of sub-Chapters 1 to 7 are to be classified in the same heading as the 
corresponding acid-function compounds. 


(c) Subject to Note 1 to Section 06 and Note 2 to Chapter 28: 


(1) Inorganic salts of organic compounds such as acid-, phenol- or enol-function compounds or organic bases, of sub-Chapters 1 to 10 or 
2942, are to be classified in the heading appropriate to the organic compound; and 


(2) Salts formed between organic compounds of sub-Chapters 1 to 10 or 2942 are to be classified in the heading appropriate to the base or to 
the acid (including phenol- or enol-function compounds) from which they are formed, whichever occurs last in numerical order in the Chapter. 
(d) Metal alcoholates are to be classified in the same heading as the corresponding alcohols except in the case of ethanol (2905). 


(e) Halides of carboxylic acids are to be classified in the same heading as the corresponding acids. 


6. The compounds of 2930 and 2931 are organic compounds the molecules of which contain, in addition to atoms of hydrogen, oxygen or 
nitrogen, atoms of other non-metals or of metals (Such as sulphur, arsenic, mercury or lead) directly linked to carbon atoms. 

2930 (organo-sulphur compounds) and 2931 (other organo-inorganic compounds) do not include sulphonated or halogenated derivatives 
(including compound derivatives) which, apart from hydrogen, oxygen and nitrogen, only have directly linked to carbon the atoms of sulphur or 
of a halogen which give them their nature of sulphonated or halogenated derivatives (or compound derivatives). 


7. 2932, 2933 and 2934 do not include epoxides with a three-membered ring, ketone peroxides, cyclic polymers of aldehydes or of 


thioaldehydes, anhydrides of polybasic carboxylic acids, cyclic esters of polyhydric alcohols or phenols with polybasic acids, or imides of 
polybasic acids. These provisions apply only when the ring-position hetero-atoms are those resulting solely from the cyclising function or 
functions here listed. 


8. For the purposes of 2937: 


(a) the term "hormones" includes hormone-releasing or hormone-stimulating factors, hormone inhibitors and hormone antagonists (anti- 
hormones); 


(b) the expression "used primarily as hormones" applies not only to hormone derivatives and structural analogues used primarily for their 
hormonal effect, but also to those derivatives and structural analogues used primarily as intermediates in the synthesis of products of this 
heading. 

SUBHEADING NOTE 

1. Within any one heading of this Chapter, derivatives of a chemical compound (or group of chemical compounds) are to be classified in the 
same subheading as that compound (or group of compounds) provided that they are not more specifically covered by any other subheading 
and that there is no residual subheading named "Other" in the series of subheadings concerned. 

ADDITIONAL NOTE 

1. In 2920, "esters of inorganic acids" are to be taken to include carbonic and peroxocarbonic esters.

(c) Ash and residues (including sludges, other than sewage sludge), containing metals, arsenic or their mixtures and meeting the 
requirements of Note 3(a) or 3(b) to Chapter 26 (2620); 


(d) Medicaments (3003 or 3004); or 
(e) Spent catalysts of a kind used for the extraction of base metals or for the manufacture of chemical compounds of base metals (2620), 


spent catalysts of a kind used principally for the recovery of precious metal (7112) or catalysts consisting of metals or metal alloys in the form 
of, for example, finely divided powder or woven gauze (Section 14 or 15). 


2. (A) For the purpose of 3822, the expression "certified reference materials" means reference materials which are accompanied by a 
certificate which indicates the values of the certified properties, the methods used to determine these values and the degree of certainty 
associated with each value and which are suitable for analytical, calibrating or referencing purposes. 

(B) With the exception of the products of Chapter 28 or 29, for the classification of certified reference materials, 3822 shall take precedence 
over any other heading in the Classsification. 


3. 3824 includes the following goods which are not to be classified in any other heading of this Classification: 


(a) Cultured crystals (other than optical elements) weighing not less than 2.5g each, of magnesium oxide or of the halides of the alkali or 
alkaline-earth metals; 


(b) Fusel oil; Dippel's oil; 


(c) Ink removers put up in packings for retail sale; 


(d) Stencil correctors and other correcting fluids put up in packings for retail sale; and 

(e) Ceramic firing testers, fusible (for example, Seger cones). 

4. Throughout the Classification, "municipal waste" means waste of a kind collected from households, hotels, restaurants, hospitals, shops, 
offices, etc., road and pavement sweepings, as well as construction and demolition waste. Municipal waste generally contains a large variety 
of materials such as plastics, rubber, wood, paper, textiles, glass, metals, food materials, broken furniture and other damaged or discarded 


articles. The term "municipal waste", however, does not cover: 


(a) Individual materials or articles segregated from the waste, such as wastes of plastics, rubber, wood, paper, textiles, glass or metals and 
spent batteries which fall in their appropriate headings of the Classification; 


(b) Industrial waste; 

(c) Waste pharmaceuticals, as defined in Note 4(k) to Chapter 30; or 

(d) Clinical waste, as defined in Note 6(a) below. 

5. For the purposes of 3825, "sewage sludge" means sludge arising from urban effluent treatment plant and includes pre-treatment waste, 
scourings and unstabilised sludge. Stabilised sludge when suitable for use as fertiliser is excluded (Chapter 31). 

6. For the purposes of 3825, the expression "other wastes" applies to: 

(a) Clinical waste, that is, contaminated waste arising from medical research, diagnosis, treatment or other medical, surgical, dental or 
veterinary procedures, which often contain pathogens and pharmaceutical substances and require special disposal procedures (for example, 
soiled dressings, used gloves and used syringes); 

(b) Waste organic solvents; 

(c) Wastes of metal pickling liquors, hydraulic fluids, brake fluids and anti-freezing fluids; and 

(d) Other wastes from chemical or allied industries. 

The expression "other wastes" does not, however, cover wastes which contain mainly petroleum oils or oils obtained from bituminous 
minerals (2710). 


SUBHEADING NOTE 


1. For the purposes of 3825.41 and 3825.49, "waste organic solvents" are wastes containing mainly organic solvents, not fit for further use as 
presented as primary products, whether or not intended for recovery of the solvents.

NOTES 

1. Throughout this Classification "plastics" means those materials of 3901 to 3914 which are or have been capable, either at the moment of 
polymerisation or at some subsequent stage, of being formed under external influence (usually heat and pressure, if necessary with a solvent 
or plasticiser) by moulding, casting, extruding, rolling or other process into shapes which are retained on the removal of the external influence. 
Throughout this Classification any reference to "plastics" also includes vulcanised fibre. "Plastics", however, does not apply to materials 
regarded as textile materials of Section 11. 

2. This Chapter does not cover: 

(a) Waxes of 2712 or 3404; 

(b) Separate chemically defined organic compounds (Chapter 29); 


(c) Heparin or its salts (83001); 


(d) Solutions (other than collodions) consisting of any of the products specified in 3901 to 3913 in volatile organic solvents when the weight of 
the solvent exceeds 50% of the weight of the solution (3208); stamping foils of 3212; 


(e) Organic surface-active agents or preparations of 3402; 
(f) Run gums or ester gums (3806); 
(g) Diagnostic or laboratory reagents on a backing of plastics (3822); 


(h) Synthetic rubber, as defined for the purposes of Chapter 40, or articles thereof; 


(ij) Saddlery or harness (4201) or trunks, suitcases, handbags or other containers of 4202; 

(k) Plaits, wickerwork or other articles of Chapter 46; 

(l) Wall coverings of 4814; 

(m) Goods of Section 11 (textiles and textile articles); 

(n) Articles of Section 12 (for example, footwear, headgear, umbrellas, sun umbrellas, walking-sticks, whips, riding-crops or parts thereof); 
(0) Imitation jewellery of 7117; 


(p) Articles of Section 16 (machines and mechanical or electrical appliances); 


(q) Parts of aircraft or vehicles of Section 17; 

(r) Articles of Chapter 90 (for example, optical elements, spectacle frames, drawing instruments); 

(s) Articles of Chapter 91 (for example, clock or watch cases); 

(t) Articles of Chapter 92 (for example, musical instruments or parts thereof); 

(u) Articles of Chapter 94 (for example, furniture, lamps and lighting fittings, illuminated signs, prefabricated buildings); 

(v) Articles of Chapter 95 (for example, toys, games, sports requisites); or 

(w) Articles of Chapter 96 (for example, brushes, buttons, slide fasteners, combs, mouthpieces or stems for smoking pipes, cigarette-holders 
or the like, parts of vacuum flasks or the like, pens, propelling pencils). 

3. 3901 to 3911 apply only to goods of a kind produced by chemical synthesis, falling in the following categories: 


(a) Liquid synthetic polyolefins of which less than 60% by volume distils at 300 degrees Celsius, after conversion to 101.3 kPa when a 
reduced-pressure distillation method is used (3901 and 3902); 


(b) Resins not highly polymerised, of the coumarone-indene type (3911); 

(c) Other synthetic polymers with an average of at least 5 monomer units; 

(d) Silicones (3910); 

(e) Resols (3909) and other prepolymers. 

4. "Copolymers" covers all polymers in which no single monomer unit contributes 95% or more by weight to the total polymer content. 

For the purposes of this Chapter, except where the context otherwise requires, copolymers (including co-polycondensates, co-polyaddition 
products, block copolymers and graft copolymers) and polymer blends are to be classified in the heading covering polymers of that 
comonomer unit which predominates by weight over every other single comonomer unit. For the purposes of this Note, constituent 
comonomer units of polymers falling in the same heading shall be taken together. 


If no single comonomer unit predominates, copolymers or polymer blends, as the case may be, are to be classified in the heading which 
occurs last in the numerical order among those which equally merit consideration. 


5. Chemically modified polymers, that is those in which only appendages to the main polymer chain have been changed by chemical reaction, 
are to be classified in the heading appropriate to the unmodified polymer. This provision does not apply to graft copolymers. 


6. In 3901 to 3914, "primary forms" applies only to the following forms: 


(a) Liquids and pastes, including dispersions (emulsions and suspensions) and solutions; 


(b) Blocks of irregular shape, lumps, powders (including moulding powders), granules, flakes and similar bulk forms. 


7. 3915 does not apply to waste, parings and scrap of a single thermoplastic material, transformed into primary forms (3901 to 3914). 


8. For the purposes of 3917, "tubes, pipes and hoses" means hollow products, whether semi-manufactures or finished products, of a kind 
generally used for conveying, conducting or distributing gases or liquids (for example, ribbed garden hose, perforated tubes). "Tubes, pipes 
and hoses" also includes sausage casings and other lay-flat tubing. However, except for the last-mentioned, those having an internal cross- 
section other than round, oval, rectangular (in which the length does not exceed 1.5 times the width) or in the shape of a regular polygon are 
not to be regarded as tubes, pipes and hoses but as profile shapes. 


9. For the purposes of 3918, "wall or ceiling coverings of plastics" applies to products in rolls, of a width not less than 45 cm, suitable for wall 
or ceiling decoration, consisting of plastics fixed permanently on a backing of any material other than paper, the layer of plastics (on the face 
side) being grained, embossed, coloured, design-printed or otherwise decorated. 


10. In 3920 and 3921, "plates, sheets, film, foil and strip" applies only to plates, sheets, film, foil and strip (other than those of Chapter 54) and 
to blocks of regular geometric shape, whether or not printed or otherwise surface-worked, uncut or cut into rectangles (including squares) but 
not further worked (even if when so cut they become articles ready for use). 

11. 3925 applies only to the following articles, not being products covered by any of the earlier headings of Sub-Chapter 2: 

(a) Reservoirs, tanks (including septic tanks), vats and similar containers, of a capacity exceeding 300 L; 

(6) Structural elements used, for example, in floors, walls or partitions, ceilings or roofs; 

(c) Gutters and fittings thereof; 

(d) Doors, windows and their frames and thresholds for doors; 

(e) Balconies, balustrades, fencing, gates and similar barriers; 

(f) Shutters, blinds (including Venetian blinds) and similar articles and parts and fittings thereof; 

(g) Large-scale shelving for assembly and permanent installation, for example, in shops, workshops, warehouses; 

(h) Ornamental architectural features, for example, flutings, cupolas, dovecotes; and 


(ij) Fittings and mountings intended for permanent installation in or on doors, windows, staircases, walls or other parts of buildings, for 
example, knobs, handles, hooks, brackets, towel rails, switch-plates and other protective plates. 


SUBHEADING NOTES 


1. Within any one heading of this Chapter, polymers (including copolymers) and chemically modified polymers are to be classified according 
to the following provisions: 


(a) Where there is a subheading named "Other" in the same series: 


(1) The designation in a subheading of a polymer by the prefix "poly" (e.g., polyethylene and polyamide-6,6) means that the constituent 
monomer unit or monomer units of the named polymer taken together must contribute 95% or more by weight of the total polymer content. 


(2) The copolymers named in 3901.30, 3903.20, 3903.30 and 3904.30 are to be classified in those sub-headings, provided that the 
comonomer units of the named copolymers contribute 95% or more by weight of the total polymer content. 


(3) Chemically modified polymers are to be classified in the subheading named "Other", provided that the the chemically modified polymers 
are not more specifically covered by another subheading. 


(4) Polymers not meeting (1), (2) or (3) above, are to be classified in the subheading, among the remaining subheadings in the series, 
covering polymers of that monomer unit which predominates by weight over every other single comonomer unit. For this purpose, constituent 
monomer units of polymers falling in the same subheading shall be taken together. Only the constituent comonomer units of the polymers in 
the series of subheadings under consideration are to be compared. 


(b) Where there is no subheading named "Other" in the same series: 

(1) Polymers are to be classified in the subheading covering polymers of that monomer unit which predominates by weight over every other 
single comonomer unit. For this purpose, constituent monomer units of polymers falling in the same subheading shall be taken together. Only 
the constituent comonomer units of the polymers in the series under consideration are to be compared. 

(2) Chemically modified polymers are to be classified in the subheading appropriate to the unmodified polymer. 


Polymer blends are to be classified in the same subheading as polymers of the same monomer units in the same proportions. 


2. For the purposes of 3920.43, the term "plasticisers" includes secondary plasticisers.

1. Except where the context otherwise requires, throughout this Classification "rubber" means the following products, whether or not 
vulcanised or hard: natural rubber, balata, gutta-percha, guayule, chicle and similar natural gums, synthetic rubber, factice derived from oils, 
and such substances reclaimed. 

2. This Chapter does not cover: 

(a) Goods of Section 11 (textiles and textile articles); 

(b) Footwear or parts thereof of Chapter 64; 

(c) Headgear or parts thereof (including bathing caps) of Chapter 65; 

(d) Mechanical or electrical appliances or parts thereof of Section 16 (including electrical goods of all kinds), of hard rubber; 


(e) Articles of Chapter 90, 92, 94 or 96; or 


(f) Articles of Chapter 95 (other than sports gloves, mittens and mitts and articles of 4011 to 4013). 


3. In 4001 to 4003 and 4005, "primary forms" applies only to the following forms: 
(a) Liquids and pastes (including latex, whether or not prevulcanised, and other dispersions and solutions); 


(b) Blocks of irregular shape, lumps, bales, powders, granules, crumbs and similar bulk forms. 


4. In Note 1 to this Chapter and in 4002, "synthetic rubber" applies to: 


(a) Unsaturated synthetic substances which can be irreversibly transformed by vulcanisation with sulphur into non-thermoplastic substances 
which, at a temperature between 18 degrees Celsius and 29 degrees Celsius, will not break on being extended to three times their original 
length and will return, after being extended to twice their original length, within a period of five minutes, to a length not greater than one anda 
half times their original length. For the purposes of this test, substances necessary for the cross-linking, such as vulcanising activators or 
accelerators, may be added; the presence of substances as provided for by Note 5(b) (ii) and (iii) is also permitted. However, the presence of 
any substances not necessary for the cross-linking, such as extenders, plasticisers and fillers, is not permitted; 


(b) Thioplasts (TM); and 

(c) Natural rubber modified by grafting or mixing with plastics, depolymerised natural rubber, mixtures of unsaturated synthetic substances 
with saturated synthetic high polymers provided that all the above-mentioned products comply with the requirements concerning 
vulcanisation, elongation and recovery in (a) above. 

5. (a) 4001 and 4002 do not apply to any rubber or mixture of rubbers which has been compounded, before or after coagulation, with: 

(i) vulcanising agents, accelerators, retarders or activators (other than those added for the preparation of pre-vulcanised rubber latex); 

(ii) pigments or other colouring matter, other than those added solely for the purpose of identification; 


(iii) plasticisers or extenders (except mineral oil in the case of oil-extended rubber), fillers, reinforcing agents, organic solvents or any other 
substances, except those permitted under (b); 


(b) The presence of the following substances in any rubber or mixture of rubbers shall not affect its classification in 4001 or 4002, as the case 
may be, provided that such rubber or mixture of rubbers retains its essential character as a raw material: 


(i) emulsifiers or anti-tack agents; 
(ii) small amounts of breakdown products of emulsifiers; 
(iil) very small amounts of the following: heat-sensitive agents (generally for obtaining thermosensitive rubber latexes), cationic surface-active 


agents (generally for obtaining electro-positive rubber latexes), antioxidants, coagulants, crumbling agents, freeze-resisting agents, peptisers, 
preservatives, stabilisers, viscosity-control agents, or similar special-purpose additives. 


6. For the purposes of 4004 "waste, parings and scrap" means rubber waste, parings and scrap from the manufacture or working of rubber 
and rubber goods definitely not usable as such because of cutting-up, wear or other reasons. 


7. Thread wholly of vulcanised rubber, of which any cross-sectional dimension exceeds 5 mn, is to be classified as strip, rods or profile 
shapes, of 4008. 


8. 4010 includes conveyor or transmission belts or belting of textile fabric impregnated, coated, covered or laminated with rubber or made 
from textile yarn or cord impregnated, coated, covered or sheathed with rubber. 


9. In 4001, 4002, 4003, 4005 and 4008 "plates", "sheets" and "strip" apply only to plates, sheets and strip and to blocks of regular geometric 
shape, uncut or simply cut to rectangular (including square) shape, whether or not having the character of articles and whether or not printed 
or otherwise surface-worked, but not otherwise cut to shape or further worked. 

In 4008 "rods" and "profile shapes" apply only to such products, whether or not cut to length or surface-worked but not otherwise worked.

(g) Paper-reinforced stratified sheeting of plastics, or one layer of paper or paperboard coated or covered with a layer of plastics, the latter 
constituting more than half the total thickness, or articles of such materials, other than wall coverings of 4814 (Chapter 39); 


(h) Articles of 4202 (for example, travel goods); 

(ij) Articles of Chapter 46 (manufactures of plaiting material); 
(k) Paper yarn or textile articles of paper yarn (Section 11); 
(I) Articles of Chapter 64 or Chapter 65; 


(m) Abrasive paper or paperboard (6805) or paper- or paperboard-backed mica (6814) (paper and paperboard coated with mica powder are, 
however, to be classified in this Chapter); 


(n) Metal foil backed with paper or paperboard (Section 15); 

(0) Articles of 9209; or 

(p) Articles of Chapter 95 (for example, toys, games, sports requisites) or Chapter 96 (for example, buttons). 

3. Subject to the provisions of Note 7, 4801 to 4805 include paper and paperboard which have been subjected to calendering, super- 
calendering, glazing or similar finishing, false water-marking or surface sizing, and also paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding and webs of 


cellulose fibres, coloured or marbled throughout the mass by any method. Except where 4803 otherwise requires, these headings do not 
apply to paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding or websof cellulose fibres which have been otherwise processed. 


A. In this Chapter "newsprint" means uncoated paper of a kind used for the printing of newspapers, of which not less than 65% by weight of 
the total fibre content consists of wood fibres obtained by a mechanical or chemi-mechanical process, unsized or very lightly sized, having a 
surface roughness Parker Print Surf (1 MPa) on each side exceeding 2.5 micrometres (microns), weighing not less than 40 g/m2 and not 
more than 65 g/m2. 


5. For the purposes of 4802, the expressions "paper and paperboard, of a kind used for writing, printing or other graphic purposes" and "non 
perforated punch-cards and punch tape paper" mean paper and paperboard made mainly from bleached pulp or from pulp obtained by a 
mechanical or chemi-mechanical process and satisfying any of the following criteria: 

For paper or paperboard weighing not more than 150 g/m2: 

(a) containing 10% or more of fibres obtained by a mechanical or chemi-mechanical process, and 

1. weighing not more than 80 g/m2, or 

2. coloured throughout the mass; or 


(b) containing more than 8% ash, and 


1. weighing not more than 80 g/m2, or 


2. coloured throughout the mass; or 
(c) containing more than 3% ash and having a brightness of 60% or more; or 


(d) containing more than 3% but not more than 8% ash, having a brightness less than 60%, and a burst index equal to or less than 2.5 
kPa.m2/g; or 


(e) containing 3% ash or less, having a brightness of 60% or more and a burst index equal to or less than 2.5 kPa.m2/g. 

For paper or paperboard weighing more than 150 g/m2: 

(a) coloured throughout the mass; or 

(b) having a brightness of 60% or more, and 

1. acaliper of 225 micrometres (microns) or less, or 

2. acaliper of more than 225 micrometres (microns) but not more than 508 micrometres (microns) and an ashcontent more than 3%; or 

(c) having a brightness of less than 60%, a caliper of 254 micrometres (microns) or less and an ash content more than 8%. 

4802 does not, however, cover filter paper or paperboard (including tea-bag paper) or felt paper or paperboard. 

6. In this Chapter "kraft paper and paperboard" means paper and paperboard of which not less than 80% by weight of the total fibre content 


consists of fibres obtained by the chemical sulphate or soda processes. 


7. Except where the terms of the headings otherwise require, paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding and webs of cellulose fibres answering to 
a description in two or more of 4801 to 4811 are to be classified under that one of such headings which occurs last in numerical order in this 
Classification. 

8. 4801 and 4803 to 4809 apply only to paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding and webs of cellulose fibres: 

(a) in strips or rolls of a width exceeding 36 cm; or 

(b) in rectangular (including square) sheets with one side exceeding 36 cm and the other side exceeding 15 cm in the unfolded state. 

9. For the purposes of 4814, "wallpaper and similar wall coverings" applies only to: 

(a) Paper in rolls, of a width of not less than 45 cm and not more than 160 cm, suitable for wall or ceiling decoration: 


(i) Grained, embossed, surface-coloured, design-printed or otherwise surface-decorated (e.g., with textile flock), whether or not coated or 
covered with transparent protective plastics; 


(ii) With an uneven surface resulting from the incorporation of particles of wood, straw, etc.; 


(iii) Coated or covered on the face side with plastics, the layer of plastics being grained, embossed, coloured, design-printed or otherwise 
decorated; or 


(iv) Covered on the face side with plaiting material, whether or not bound together in parallel strands or woven; 
(b) Borders and friezes, of paper, treated as above, whether or not in rolls, suitable for wall or ceiling decoration; 


(c) Wall coverings of paper made up of several panels, in rolls or sheets, printed so as to make up a scene, design or motif when applied to a 
wall. 


Products on a base of paper or paperboard, suitable for use both as floor coverings and as wall coverings, are to be classified in 4815. 


10. 4820 does not cover loose sheets or cards, cut to size, whether or not printed, embossed or perforated. 
11. 4823 applies, inter alia, to perforated paper or paperboard cards for Jacquard or similar machines and paper lace. 


12. Except for the goods of 4814 or 4821, paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding and articles thereof, printed with motifs, characters or 
pictorial representations, which are not merely incidental to the primary use of the goods, fall in Chapter 49. 


SUBHEADING NOTES 


1. For the purposes of 4804.11 and 4804.19, "kraftliner" means machine-finished or machine-glazed paper and paperboard, of which not less 
than 80% by weight of the total fibre content consists of wood fibres obtained by the chemical sulphate or soda processes, in rolls, weighing 
more than 115 g/m2 and having a minimum Mullen bursting strength as indicated in the following table or the linearly interpolated or 
extrapolated equivalent for any other weight.

more than 115 g/m2 and meeting one of the following sets of specifications: 


(a) Having a Mullen burst index of not less than 3.7 kPa.m2/g and a stretch factor of more than 4.5% in the cross direction and of more than 
2% in the machine direction. 


(6) Having minima for tear and tensile as indicated in the following table or the linearly interpolated equivalent for any other weight:

3. For the purposes of 4805.11, "semi-chemical fluting paper" means paper, in rolls, of which not less than 65% by weight of the total fibre 
content consists of unbleached hardwood fibres obtained by a semi-chemical pulping process, and having a CMT 30 (Corrugated Medium 
Test with 30 minutes of conditioning) crush resistance exceeding 1.8 newtons/g/m2 at 50% relative humidity, at 23 degrees Celsius. 


4. 4805.12 covers paper, in rolls, made mainly of straw pulp obtained by a semi-chemical process, weighing 130 g/m2 or more, and having a 
CMT 30 (Corrugated Medium Test with 30 minutes of conditioning) crush resistance exceeding 1.4 newtons/g/m2 at 50% relative humidity, at 
23 degrees Celsius. 


5. 4805.24 and 4805.25 cover paper and paperboard made wholly or mainly of pulp of recovered (waste and scrap) paper or paperboard. 
Testliner may also have a surface layer of dyed paper or of paper made of bleached or unbleached non-recovered pulp. These products have 
a Mullen burst index of not less than 2 kPa.m2/g. 


6. For the purposes of 4805.30, "sulphite wrapping paper" means machine-glazed paper, of which more than 40% by weight of the total fibre 
content consists of wood fibres obtained by the chemical sulphite process, having an ash content not exceeding 8% and having a Mullen 
burst index of not less than 1.47 kPa.m2/g. 


7. For the purposes of 4810.22, "light-weight coated paper" means paper, coated on both sides, of a total weight not exceeding 72 g/m2 with 
a coating weight not exceeding 15 g/m2 per side, on a base of which not less than 50% by weight of the total fibre content consists of wood 
fibres obtained by a mechanical process. 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 

1. For the purposes of 4810.11, 4810.12 and 4811.90, "cast coated paper and paperboard" means paper and paperboard, coated by a cast 
coating process consisting of a single coat (on one or both sides) in which clay or other inorganic substances predominate, having a gloss

(c) calendered or super-calendered, 

being paper and paperboard that satisfies one of the following criteria:

(ii) for paper and paperboard weighing more than 205 g/m2, having a Parker Print Surf Roughness less than 1.2 as measured on a Parker 
Print Surf 78 instrument with a 10 kg load. 


2. For the purposes of Additional Note 1 above, "gloss" is to be measured at 75 degrees using a Hunterlab Model 1 D-16 gloss meter or any 
equivalent internationally recognised gloss measurement method. 


3. Except where the terms of the headings otherwise require, paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding and webs of cellulose fibres answering to 
a description in two or more of subheadings 4823.90 are to be classified under that one of such subheadings which occurs last in numerical 
order in this Classification. 


4. The provisions of Subheading Note 1 to Chapter 48 also apply to "kraftliner" of 4823.90. 


5. The provisions of Subheading Note 2 to Chapter 48 also apply to "sack kraft paper" of 4823.90. 


6. Subheading 4823.90 includes paper and paperboard which have been subjected to calendering, super-calendering, glazing or similar 
finishing, false water-marking or surface sizing, and also paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding and webs of cellulose fibres, coloured or 
marbled throughout the mass by any method. These subheadings do not apply to paper, paperboard, cellulose wadding or webs of cellulose 
fibres which have been otherwise processed. 


7. The provisions of Subheading Note 3 to Chapter 48 also apply to "semi-chemical fluting paper" of 4823.90. 


8. The provisions of Subheading Note 4 to Chapter 48 also apply to "sulphite wrapping paper" of 4823.90.

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NOTES 

1. This Section does not cover: 

(a) Animal brush making bristles or hair (0502); horsehair or horsehair waste (0503); 

(b) Human hair or articles of human hair (0501, 6703 or 6704), except straining cloth of a kind commonly used in oil presses or the like (5911); 
(c) Cotton linters or other vegetable materials of Chapter 14; 

(d) Asbestos of 2524 or articles of asbestos or other products of 6812 or 6813; 


(e) Articles of 3005 or 3006 (for example, wadding, gauze, bandages and similar articles for medical, surgical, dental or veterinary purposes, 
sterile surgical suture materials); yarn used to clean between the teeth (dental floss), in individual retail packages, of 3306; 


(f) Sensitised textiles of 3701 to 3704; 


(g) Monofilament of which any cross-sectional dimension exceeds 1 mm or strip or the like (for example, artificial straw) of an apparent width 
exceeding 5 mm of plastics (Chapter 39), or plaits or fabrics or other basketware or wickerwork of such monofilament or strip (Chapter 46); 


(h) Woven, knitted or crocheted fabrics, felt or nonwovens, impregnated, coated, covered or laminated with plastics, or articles thereof, of 
Chapter 39; 


(ij) Woven, knitted or crocheted fabrics, felt or nonwovens, impregnated, coated, covered or laminated with rubber, or articles thereof, of 
Chapter 40; 


(k) Hides or skins with their hair or wool on (Chapter 41 or 43) or articles of furskin, artificial fur or articles thereof, of 4303 or 4304; 
(I) Articles of textile materials of 4201 or 4202; 

(m) Products or articles of Chapter 48 (for example, cellulose wadding); 

(n) Footwear or parts of footwear, gaiters or leggings or similar articles of Chapter 64; 

(0) Hair nets or other headgear or parts thereof of Chapter 65; 

(p) Goods of Chapter 67; 

(q) Abrasive-coated textile material (6805) and also carbon fibres or articles of carbon fibres of 6815; 

(r) Glass fibres or articles of glass fibres, other than embroidery with glass thread on a visible ground of fabric (Chapter 70); 

(s) Articles of Chapter 94 (for example, furniture, bedding, lamps and lighting fittings); 

(t) Articles of Chapter 95 (for example, toys, games, sports requisites and nets); 

(u) Articles of Chapter 96 (for example, brushes, travel sets for sewing, slide fasteners and typewriter ribbons); or 

(v) Articles of Chapter 97. 

2. (A) Goods classifiable in Chapters 50 to 55 or in 5809 or 5902 and of a mixture of two or more textile materials are to be classified as if 
consisting wholly of that one textile material which predominates by weight over any other single textile material. 


When no one textile material predominates by weight, the goods are to be classified as if consisting wholly of that one textile material which is 
covered by the heading which occurs last in numerical order among those which equally merit consideration. 


(B) For the purposes of the above rule: 


(a) Gimped horsehair yarn (5110) and metallised yarn (5605) are to be treated as a single textile material the weight of which is to be taken as 
the aggregate of the weights of its components; for the classification of woven fabrics, metal thread is to be regarded as a textile material; 


(b) The choice of appropriate heading shall be effected by determining FIRST the Chapter and THEN the applicable heading within that 
Chapter, disregarding any materials not classified in that Chapter; 


(c) When both Chapters 54 and 55 are involved with any other Chapter, Chapters 54 and 55 are to be treated as a single Chapter; 


(d) Where a Chapter or a heading refers to goods of different textile materials, such materials are to be treated as a single textile material. 
(C) The provisions of paragraphs (A) and (B) above apply also to the yarns referred to in Notes 3, 4, 5 or 6 below. 


3. (A) For the purposes of this Section, and subject to the exceptions in paragraph (B) below, yarns (single, multiple (folded) or cabled) of the 
following descriptions are to be treated as "twine, cordage, ropes and cables": 


(a) Of silk or waste silk, measuring more than 20,000 decitex; 
(b) Of man-made fibres (including yarn of two or more monofilaments of Chapter 54), measuring more than 10,000 decitex; 


(c) Of true hemp or flax:(i) Polished or glazed, measuring 1,429 decitex or more; or (ii) Not polished or glazed, measuring more than 20,000 
decitex; 


(d) Of coir, consisting of three or more plies; 

(e) Of other vegetable fibres, measuring more than 20,000 decitex; or 

(f) Reinforced with metal thread. 

(B) Exceptions: 

(a) Yarn of wool or other animal hair and paper yarn, other than yarn reinforced with metal thread; 

(6b) Man-made filament tow of Chapter 55 and multifilament yarn without twist or with a twist of less than 5 turns per metre of Chapter 54; 
(c) Silk-worm gut of 5006, and monofilaments of Chapter 54; 

(d) Metallised yarn of 5606; yarn reinforced with metal thread is subject to paragraph (A) (f) above; and 

(e) Chenille yarn, gimped yarn and loop wale-yarn of 5606. 


4. (A) For the purposes of Chapters 50, 51, 52, 54 and 55, "put up for retail sale" in relation to yarn means, subject to the exceptions in 
paragraph (B) below, yarn (single, multiple (folded) or cabled) put up: 


(a) On cards, reels, tubes or similar supports, of a weight (including support) not exceeding:(i) 85g in the case of silk, waste silk or man-made 
filament yarn; or (ii) 125g in other cases; 


(b) In balls, hanks or skeins of a weight not exceeding:(i) 85g in the case of man-made filament yarn of less than 3,000 decitex, silk or silk 
waste; (ii) 125g in the case of all other yarns of less than 2,000 decitex; or(iii) 500g in other cases; 


(c) In hanks or skeins comprising several smaller hanks or skeins separated by dividing threads which render them independent one of the 
other, each of uniform weight not exceeding:(i) 85g in the case of silk, waste silk or man-made filament yarn; or (ii) 125g in other cases. 


(B) Exceptions: 


(a) Single yarn of any textile material, except:(i) Single yarn of wool or fine animal hair, unbleached; and (ii) Single yarn of wool or fine animal 
hair, bleached, dyed or printed, measuring more than 5,000 decitex; 


(6) Multiple (folded) or cabled yarn, unbleached:(i) Of silk or waste silk, however put up; or (ii) Of other textile material except wool or fine 
animal hair, in hanks or skeins; 


(c) Multiple (folded) or cabled yarn of silk or waste silk, bleached, dyed or printed, measuring 133 decitex or less; and 

(d) Single, multiple (folded) or cabled yarn of any textile material:(i) In cross-reeled hanks or skeins; or (ii) Put up on supports or in some other 
manner indicating its use in the textile industry (for example, on cops, twisting mill tubes, pirns, conical bobbins or spindles, or reeled in the 
form of cocoons for embroidery looms). 

5. For the purposes of 5204, 5401 and 5508 "sewing thread" means multiple (folded) or cabled yarn: 

(a) Put up on supports (for example, reels, tubes) of a weight (including support) not exceeding 1,000g; 

(b) Dressed for use as sewing thread; and 

(c) With a final "Z" twist. 


6. For the purposes of this Section, "high tenacity yarn" means yarn having a tenacity, expressed in cN/tex (centinewtons per tex), greater 
than the following: 


60 cN/tex 
Single yarn of nylon or other polyamides, or of polyesters 53 cN/tex 
Multiple (folded) or cabled yarn of nylon or other polyamides, or of polyesters 27 CN/tex. 


Single, multiple (folded) or cabled yarn of viscose rayon 
7. For the purposes of this Section, "made up" means: 


(a) Cut otherwise than into squares or rectangles; 


(b) Produced in the finished state, ready for use (or merely needing separation by cutting dividing threads) without sewing or other working 
(for example, certain dusters, towels, table cloths, scarf squares, blankets); 


(c) Hemmed or with rolled edges, or with a knotted fringe at any of the edges, but excluding fabrics the cut edges of which have been 
prevented from unravelling by whipping or by other simple means; 


(d) Cut to size and having undergone a process of drawn thread work; 


(e) Assembled by sewing, gumming or otherwise (other than piece goods consisting of two or more lengths of identical material joined end to 
end and piece goods composed of two or more textiles assembled in layers, whether or not padded); 


(f) Knitted or crocheted to shape, whether presented as separate items or in the form of a number of items in the length. 
8. For the purposes of Chapters 50 to 60: 


(a) Chapters 50 to 55 and 60 and, except where the context otherwise requires, Chapters 56 to 59 do not apply to goods made up within the 
meaning of Note 7 above; and 


(b) Chapters 50 to 55 and 60 do not apply to goods of Chapters 56 to 59. 

9. The woven fabrics of Chapters 50 to 55 include fabrics consisting of layers of parallel textile yarns superimposed on each other at acute or 
right angles. These layers are bonded at the intersections of the yarns by an adhesive or by thermal bonding. 

10. Elastic products consisting of textile materials combined with rubber threads are classified in this Section. 

11. For the purposes of this Section, "impregnated" includes "dipped". 


12. For the purposes of this Section, "polyamides" includes "aramids". 


13. Unless the context otherwise requires, textile garments of different headings are to be classified in their own headings even if put up in 
sets for retail sale. For the purposes of this Note, “textile garments" means garments of 6101 to 6114 and 6201 to 6211. 


SUBHEADING NOTES 

1. In this Section and, where applicable, throughout this Classification, the following have the meanings hereby assigned to them: 

(a) Elastomeric yarn 

Filament yarn, including monofilament, of synthetic textile material, other than textured yarn, which does not break on being extended to three 
times its original length and which returns, after being extended to twice its original length, within a period of five minutes, to a length not 
greater than one and a half times its original length. 

(b) Unbleached yarn 

Yarn which: 

(i) has the natural colour of its constituent fibres and has not been bleached, dyed (whether or not in the mass) or printed; or 

(ii) is of indeterminate colour (“grey yarn"), manufactured from garnetted stock. 

Such yarn may have been treated with a colourless dressing or fugitive dye (which disappears after simple washing with soap) and, in the 
case of man-made fibres, treated in the mass with delustring agents (for example, titanium dioxide). 

(c) Bleached yarn 

Yarn which: 

(i) has undergone a bleaching process, is made of bleached fibres or, unless the context otherwise requires, has been dyed white (whether or 
not in the mass) or treated with a white dressing; 


(ii) consists of a mixture of unbleached and bleached fibres; or 


(iii) is multiple (folded) or cabled and consists of unbleached and bleached yarns. 
(d) Coloured (dyed or printed) yarn 


Yarn which: 


(i) is dyed (whether or not in the mass) other than white or in a fugitive colour or printed, or made from dyed or printed fibres; 

(ii) consists of a mixture of dyed fibres of different colours or of a mixture of unbleached or bleached fibres with coloured fibres (marl or 
mixture yarns), or is printed in one or more colours at intervals to give the impression of dots; 

(iii) is obtained from slivers or rovings which have been printed; or 

(iv) is multiple (folded) or cabled and consists of unbleached or bleached yarn and coloured yarn. 

The above definitions also apply, mutatis mutandis, to monofilament and to strip or the like of Chapter 54. 


(e) Unbleached woven fabric 


Woven fabric made from unbleached yarn and which has not been bleached, dyed or printed. Such fabric may have been treated with a 
colourless dressing or a fugitive dye. 


(f) Bleached woven fabric 
Woven fabric which: 


(i) has been bleached or, unless the context otherwise requires, dyed white or treated with a white dressing, in the piece; 
(ii) consists of bleached yarn; or 


(iii) consists of unbleached and bleached yarn. 

(g) Dyed woven fabric 

Woven fabric which: 

(i) is dyed a single uniform colour other than white (unless the context otherwise requires) or has been treated with a coloured finish other 
than white (unless the context otherwise requires), in the piece; or 

(ii) consists of coloured yarn of a single uniform colour. 

(h) Woven fabric of yarns of different colours 


Woven fabric (other than printed woven fabric) which: 


(i) consists of yarns of different colours or yarns of different shades of the same colour (other than the natural colour of the constituent fibres); 
(ii) consists of unbleached or bleached yarn and coloured yarn; or 


(iii) consists of marl or mixture yarns. 

(In all cases, the yarn used in selvedges and piece ends is not taken into consideration.) 

(ij) Printed woven fabric 

Woven fabric which has been printed in the piece, whether or not made from yarns of different colours. 


(The following are also regarded as printed woven fabrics: woven fabrics bearing designs made, for example, with a brush or spray gun, by 


means of transfer paper, by flocking or by the batik process.) 


The process of mercerisation does not affect the classification of yarns or fabrics within the above categories. 
The definitions at (e) to (ij) above apply, mutatis mutandis, to knitted or crocheted fabrics. 


(k) Plain weave 

A fabric construction in which each yarn of the weft passes alternately over and under successive yarns of the warp and each yarn of the warp 
passes alternately over and under successive yarns of the weft. 

2. (A) Products of Chapters 56 to 63 containing two or more textile materials are to be regarded as consisting wholly of that textile material 
which would be selected under Note 2 to this Section for the classification of a product of Chapters 50 to 55 or 5809 consisting of the same 
textile materials. 

(B) For the application of this rule: 

(a) where appropriate, only the part which determines the classification under Interpretation Rule 3 shall be taken into account; 


(b) in the case of textile products consisting of a ground fabric and a pile or looped surface no account shall be taken of the ground fabric; 


(c) in the case of embroidery of 5810 and goods thereof, only the ground fabric shall be taken into account. However, embroidery without 
visible ground, and goods thereof, shall be classified with reference to the embroidering threads alone. 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 

1. For the purposes of this Section, fabric shall be taken to be printed if, and only if, the fabric: 

(a) has been printed in a manner that produces over the whole of the fabric a designed or patterned effect employing contrasts in colours; 
(b) complies with the following fastness standards determined by the test methods published by the Standards Association of Australia: 
(i) AS 2001.4.15 Test A with a minimum standard for change of shade of 3-4; and 

(ii) AS 2001.4.21 using MBTF lamp with a minimum standard of 3-4; 

ie a colour contrast of not less than that shown by Grade 2 on the Standard Textile Grey Scale for assessing change in colour when 
viewed at a distance of 2m in accordance with the viewing conditions as set out in Standards Association of Australia Standard AS 2001.4.1. 
2. Notwithstanding Note 1, fabrics shall not be taken to be printed by reason only of: 

(a) the printing of labels or the printing with words, letters, figures or designs suitable for cutting up into labels; 

(b) the printing with markings of any kind that are for identification or distinguishing purposes only; 


(c) the printing with markings of any kind solely or principally at or near one or both selvedges; 


(d) the printing with markings of any kind, which, excluding unprinted areas within such markings, do not exceed 10% of the total area of the 


fabric; 


(e) the printing in an uninterrupted single colour in a manner so that such printing exceeds 70% of the total area of the fabric; or 


(f) the printing solely in white or a shade of white so that it closely resembles the natural colour of the fabric in its grey state. 
3. For the purposes of 6113, 6210.40 and 6210.50, "anti-radiation suits, anti-contamination suits, and similar protective garments" means full 
body, vapour barrier suits for protection against toxic gases, chemicals or thermal hazards.

"Man-made", "synthetic" and "artificial" shall have the same meanings when used in relation to "textile materials”.

5602 and 5603 do not, however, cover: 

(a) Felt impregnated, coated, covered or laminated with plastics or rubber, containing 50% or less by weight of textile material or felt 
completely embedded in plastics or rubber (Chapter 39 or 40); 

(b) Nonwovens, either completely embedded in plastics or rubber, or entirely coated or covered on both sides with such materials, provided 
that such coating or covering can be seen with the naked eye with no account being taken of any resulting change of colour (Chapter 39 or 
AO); or 

(c) Plates, sheets or strips of cellular plastics or cellular rubber combined with felt or nonwovens, where the textile material is present merely 


for reinforcing purposes (Chapter 39 or 40). 


4. 5604 does not cover textile yarn, or strip or the like of 5404 or 5405, in which the impregnation, coating or covering cannot be seen with the 
naked eye (usually Chapters 50 to 55); for the purpose of this provision, no account should be taken of any resulting change of colour.

NOTES 


1. Except where the context otherwise requires, for the purposes of this Chapter "textile fabrics" applies only to the woven fabrics of Chapters 
50 to 55 and 5803 and 5806, the braids and ornamental trimmings in the piece of 5808 and the knitted or crocheted fabrics of 6002 to 6006. 


2. 5903 applies to: 


(a) Textile fabrics, impregnated, coated, covered or laminated with plastics, whatever the weight per square metre and whatever the nature of 
the plastic material (compact or cellular), other than: 


(1) Fabrics in which the impregnation, coating or covering cannot be seen with the naked eye (usually Chapters 50 to 55, 58 or 60); for the 
purpose of this provision, no account should be taken of any resulting change of colour; 


(2) Products which cannot, without fracturing, be bent manually around a cylinder of a diameter of 7 mm, at a temperature between 15 
degrees Celsius and 30 degrees Celsius (usually Chapter 39); 


(3) Products in which the textile fabric is either completely embedded in plastics or entirely coated or covered on both sides with such 
material, provided that such coating or covering can be seen with the naked eye with no account being taken of any resulting change of colour 
(Chapter 39); 


(4) Fabrics partially coated or partially covered with plastics and bearing designs resulting from these treatments (usually Chapters 50 to 55, 
58 or 60); 


(5) Plates, sheets or strip of cellular plastics, combined with textile fabric, where the textile fabric is present merely for reinforcing purposes 
(Chapter 39); or 


(6) Textile products of 5811; 

(b) Fabrics made from yarn, strip or the like, impregnated, coated, covered or sheathed with plastics, of 5604. 

3. For the purposes of 5905, "textile wall coverings" applies to products in rolls, of a width of not less than 45 cm, suitable for wall or ceiling 
decoration, consisting of a textile surface which has been fixed on a backing or has been treated on the back (impregnated or coated to 
permit pasting). This heading does not, however, apply to wall coverings consisting of textile flock or dust fixed directly on a backing of paper 
(4814) or on a textile backing (generally 5907). 


4. For the purpose of 5906, "rubberised textile fabrics" means: 


(a) Textile fabrics impregnated, coated, covered or laminated with rubber, 


(i) Weighing not more than 1,500 g/m2; or 
(ii) Weighing more than 1,500 g/m2 and containing more than 50% by weight of textile material; 


(b) Fabrics made from yarn, strip or the like, impregnated, coated, covered or sheathed with rubber, of 5604; and 

(c) Fabrics composed of parallel textile yarns agglomerated with rubber, irrespective of their weight per square metre. 

This heading does not, however, apply to plates, sheets or strip of cellular rubber, combined with textile fabric, where the textile fabric is 
present merely for reinforcing purposes (Chapter 40), or textile products of 5811. 


5. 5907 does not apply to: 


(a) Fabrics in which the impregnation, coating or covering cannot be seen with the naked eye (usually Chapters 50 to 55, 58 or 60); for the 
purpose of this provision, no account should be taken of any resulting change of colour; 


(b) Fabrics painted with designs (other than painted canvas being theatrical scenery, studio back-cloths or the like); 


(c) Fabrics partially covered with flock, dust, powdered cork or the like and bearing designs resulting from these treatments; however, imitation 
pile fabrics remain classified in this heading; 


(d) Fabrics finished with normal dressings having a basis of amylaceous or similar substances; 
(e) Wood veneered on a backing of textile fabrics (4408); 

(f) Natural or artificial abrasive powder or grain, on a backing of textile fabrics (6805); 

(g) Agglomerated or reconstituted mica, on a backing of textile fabrics (6814); or 


(h) Metal foil on a backing of textile fabrics (Section 15). 


6. 5910 does not apply to: 

(a) Transmission or conveyor belting, of textile material, of a thickness of less than 3 mm; or 

(6) Transmission or conveyor belts or belting of textile fabric impregnated, coated, covered or laminated with rubber or made from textile yarn 
or cord impregnated, coated, covered or sheathed with rubber (4010). 

7. 5911 applies to the following goods, which do not fall in any other heading of Section 11: 


(a) Textile products in the piece, cut to length or simply cut to rectangular (including square) shape (other than those having the character of 
the products of 5908 to 5910), the following only: 


(i) Textile fabrics, felt and felt-lined woven fabrics, coated, covered or laminated with rubber, leather or other material, of a kind used for card 
clothing, and similar fabrics of a kind used for other technical purposes, including narrow fabrics made of velvet impregnated with rubber, for 
covering weaving spindles (weaving beams); 


(ii) Bolting cloth; 

(iii) Straining cloth of a kind used in oil presses or the like, of textile material or of human hair; 

(iv) Flat woven textile fabric with multiple warp or weft, whether or not felted, impregnated or coated, of a kind used in machinery or for other 
technical purposes; 

(v) Textile fabrics reinforced with metal, of a kind used for technical purposes; 

(vi) Cords, braids and the like, whether or not coated, impregnated or reinforced with metal, of a kind used in industry as packing or lubricating 
materials; 


(b) Textile articles (other than those of 5908 to 5910) of a kind used for technical purposes (for example, textile fabrics and felts, endless or 
fitted with linking devices, of a kind used in paper-making or similar machines (for example, for pulp or asbestos-cement), gaskets, washers, 
polishing discs and other machinery parts).

NOTES 


1. This Chapter applies only to made up knitted or crocheted articles. 


2. This Chapter does not cover: 

(a) Goods of 6212; 

(6) Worn clothing or other worn articles of 6309; or 

(c) Orthopaedic appliances, surgical belts, trusses or the like (9021). 
3. For the purposes of 6103 and 6104: 


(a) "Suit" means a set of garments composed of two or three pieces made up, in respect of their outer surface, in identical fabric and 
comprising: 

- one suit coat or jacket the outer shell of which, exclusive of sleeves, consists of four or more panels, designed to cover the upper part of the 
body, possibly with a tailored waistcoat in addition whose front is made from the same fabric as the outer surface of the other components of 
the set and whose back is made from the same fabric as the lining of the suit coat or jacket; and 

- one garment designed to cover the lower part of the body and consisting of trousers, breeches or shorts (other than swimwear), a skirt or a 
divided skirt, having neither braces nor bibs. 

All of the components of a "suit" must be of the same fabric construction, colour and composition; they must also be of the same style and of 
corresponding or compatible size. However, these components may have piping (a strip of fabric sewn into the seam) in a different fabric. 

If several separate components to cover the lower part of the body are presented together (for example, two pairs of trousers or trousers and 


shorts, or a skirt or divided skirt and trousers), the constituent lower part shall be one pair of trousers or, in the case of women's or girls’ suits, 
the skirt or divided skirt, the other garments being considered separately. 

"Suit" includes the following sets of garments, whether or not they fulfil all the above conditions: 

- morning dress, comprising a plain jacket (cutaway) with rounded tails hanging well down at the back and striped trousers; 

- evening dress (tailcoat), generally made of black fabric, the jacket of which is relatively short at the front, does not close and has narrow 
skirts cut in at the hips and hanging down behind; 

- dinner jacket suits, in which the jacket is similar in style to an ordinary jacket (though perhaps revealing more of the shirt front), but has shiny 
silk or imitation silk lapels. 


(b) "Ensemble" means a set of garments (other than suits and articles of 6107, 6108 or 6109), composed of several pieces made up in 
identical fabric, put up for retail sale, and comprising: 

- one garment designed to cover the upper part of the body, with the exception of pullovers which may form a second upper garment in the 
sole context to twin sets, and of waistcoats which may also form a second upper garment, and 

- one or two different garments, designed to cover the lower part of the body and consisting of trousers, bib and brace overalls, breeches, 
shorts (other than swimwear), a skirt or a divided skirt. 

All of the components of an ensemble must be of the same fabric construction, style, colour and composition; they also must be of 
corresponding or compatible size. "Ensemble" does not apply to track suits or ski suits, of 6112. 


4. 6105 and 6106 do not cover garments with pockets below the waist, with a ribbed waistband or other means of tightening at the bottom of 
the garment, or garments having an average of less than 10 stitches per linear centimetre in each direction counted on an area measuring at 
least 10 cm x 10 cm. 6105 does not cover sleeveless garments. 


5. 6109 does not cover garments with a drawstring, ribbed waistband or other means of tightening at the bottom of the garments. 


6. For the purposes of 6111: 


(a) "Babies' garments and clothing accessories" means articles for young children of a body height not exceeding 86 cm; it also covers babies' 
napkins; 


(b) Articles which are, prima facie, classifiable both in 6111 and in other headings of this Chapter are to be classified in 6111. 


7. For the purposes of 6112, "ski suits" means garments or sets of garments which, by their general appearance and texture, are identifiable 
as intended to be worn principally for skiing (cross-country or alpine). They consist either of: 


(a) a "ski overall", that is, a one-piece garment designed to cover the upper and the lower parts of the body; in addition to sleeves and a collar 
the ski overall may have pockets or footstraps; or 


(b) a "ski ensemble", that is, a set of garments composed of two or three pieces, put up for retail sale and comprising: 

- one garment such as an anorak, wind-cheater, wind-jacket or similar article, closed by a slide fastener (zipper), possibly with a waistcoat in 
addition, and 

- one pair of trousers whether or not extending above waist-level, one pair of breeches or one bib and brace overall. 

The "ski ensemble" may also consist of an overall similar to the one mentioned in paragraph (a) above and a type of padded, sleeveless 
jacket worn over the overall. 

All the components of a "ski ensemble" must be made up in a fabric of the same texture, style and composition whether or not of the same 


colour; they also must be of corresponding or compatible size. 


8. Garments which are, prima facie, classifiable both in 6113 and in other headings of this Chapter, excluding 6111, are to be classified in 
6113. 


9. Garments of this Chapter designed for left over right closure at the front shall be regarded as men's or boys' garments, and those designed 
for right over left closure at the front as women's or girls' garments. These provisions do not apply where the cut of the garment clearly 
indicates that it is designed for one or other of the sexes. 

Garments which cannot be identified as either men's or boys' garments or as women's or girls' garments are to be classified in the headings 
covering women's or girls' garments. 


10. Articles of this Chapter may be made of metal thread. 


ADDITIONAL NOTE 


1. For the purpose of this Chapter: 


(a) goods shall, subject to sub-Note (b), be deemed to be elastic or of elastic fibres if they consist of textile materials or textile fibres combined 
with rubber threads; and 


(6) goods shall not be deemed to be elastic by reason only for their containing rubber thread or elastic forming simply a supporting band.

the set and whose back is made from the same fabric as the lining of the suit coat or jacket; and 


- one garment designed to cover the lower part of the body and consisting of trousers, breeches or shorts (other than swimwear), a skirt or a 
divided skirt, having neither braces nor bibs. 


All of the components of a "suit" must be of the same fabric construction, colour and composition; they must also be of the same style and of 
corresponding or compatible size. However, these components may have piping (a strip of fabric sewn into the seam) in a different fabric. 


If several separate components to cover the lower part of the body are presented together (for example, two pairs of trousers or trousers and 


shorts, or a skirt or divided skirt and trousers) the constituent lower part shall be one pair of trousers or, in the case of women's or girls’ suits, 
the skirt or divided skirt, the other garments being considered separately. 


"Suit" includes the following sets of garments, whether or not they fulfil all the above conditions: 
- morning dress, comprising a plain jacket (cutaway) with rounded tails hanging well down at the back and striped trousers; 


- evening dress (tailcoat), generally made of black fabric, the jacket of which is relatively short at the front, does not close and has narrow 
skirts cut in at the hips and hanging down behind; 


- dinner jacket suits, in which the jacket is similar in style to an ordinary jacket (though perhaps revealing more of the shirt front), but has shiny 
silk or imitation silk lapels. 


(b) "Ensemble" means a set of garments (other than suits and articles of 6207 or 6208) composed of several pieces made up in identical 
fabric, put up for retail sale, and comprising: 


- one garment designed to cover the upper part of the body, with the exception of waistcoats which may also form a second upper garment, 
and 


- one or two different garments, designed to cover the lower part of the body and consisting of trousers, bib and brace overalls, breeches, 
shorts (other than swimwear), a skirt or a divided skirt. 


All of the components of an ensemble must be of the same fabric construction, style, colour and composition; they also must be of 
corresponding or compatible size.

Garments which cannot be identified as either men's or boys' garments or as women's or girls' garments are to be classified in the headings 
coverings women's or girls' garments. 


9. Articles of this Chapter may be made of metal thread. 


ADDITIONAL NOTE 


1. (a) In 6212, "brassieres, girdles, corsets, braces, suspenders, garters and similar articles" include undergarments, being pants, made of 
elastomeric fabric: 


- the base fabric of which contains 20% or more of elastomeric fibres; and 

- the length of each side of which is 18 cm or more (excluding any added trimmings), 
but does not include other pants made of elastomeric fabric.

(b) "Leather" refers to the goods of 4107 and 4112 to 4114. 


4. Subject to Note 3 to this Chapter: 


(a) The material of the upper shall be taken to be the constituent material having the greatest external surface area, no account being taken of 
accessories or reinforcements such as ankle patches, edging, ornamentation, buckles, tabs, eyelet stays or similar attachments;

(d) Supported catalysts (3815); 

(e) Articles of 4202 or 4203 referred to in Note 2(B) to Chapter 42; 

(f) Articles of 4303 or 4304; 

(g) Goods of Section 11 (textiles and textile articles); 

(h) Footwear, headgear and other articles of Chapter 64 or 65; 

(ij) Umbrellas, walking-sticks or other articles of Chapter 66; 

(k) Abrasive goods of 6804 or 6805 or Chapter 82, containing dust or powder of precious or semi-precious stones (natural or synthetic); 
articles of Chapter 82 with a working part of precious or semi-precious stones (natural, synthetic or reconstructed); machinery, mechanical 
appliances or electrical goods, or parts thereof, of Section 16. However, articles and parts thereof, wholly of precious or semi-precious stones 
(natural, synthetic or reconstructed) remain classified in this Chapter, except unmounted worked sapphires and diamonds for styli (8522); 
(I) Articles of Chapter 90, 91 or 92 (scientific instruments, clocks and watches, musical instruments); 

(m) Arms or parts thereof (Chapter 93); 

(n) Articles covered by Note 2 to Chapter 95; 


(0) Articles of Chapter 96 by virtue of Note 4 to that Chapter; or 


(p) Original sculptures or statuary (9703), collectors' pieces (9705) or antiques of an age exceeding one hundred years (9706), other than 
natural or cultured pearls or precious or semi-precious stones. 


4. 
(a) "Precious metal" means silver, gold and platinum. 
(b) "Platinum" means platinum, iridium, osmium, palladium, rhodium and ruthenium. 


(c) "Precious or Semi-precious stones" does not include any of the substances specified in Note 2(b) to Chapter 96. 


5. For the purposes of this Chapter, any alloy (including a sintered mixture and an inter-metallic compound) containing precious metal is to be 
treated as an alloy of precious metal if any one precious metal constitutes as much as 2%, by weight, of the alloy.Alloys of precious metal are 
to be classified according to the following: 


(a) An alloy containing 2% or more, by weight, of platinum is to be treated as an alloy of platinum; 


(b) An alloy containing 2% or more, by weight, of gold but no platinum, or less than 2%, by weight, of platinum, is to be treated as an alloy of 
gold; 


(c) Other alloys containing 2% or more, by weight, of silver are to treated as alloys of silver. 


6. Except where the context otherwise requires, any reference in this Classification to precious metal or to any particular precious metal 
includes a reference to alloys treated as alloys of precious metal or of the particular metal in accordance with Note 5 above, but not to metal 
clad with precious metal or to base metal or non-metals plated with precious metal. 


7. Throughout this Classification "metal clad with precious metal" means material made with a base of metal upon one or more surfaces of 
which there is affixed by soldering, brazing, welding, hot-rolling or similar mechanical means a covering of precious metal. Except where the 
context otherwise requires, “metal clad with precious metal" also covers base metal inlaid with precious metal. 


8. Subject to Note 1(a) to Section 6, goods answering to a description in 7112 are to be classified in that heading and in no other heading of 
this Classification. 


9. For the purposes of 7113, "articles of jewellery" means: 


(a) Any small objects of personal adornment (gem-set or not) (for example, rings, bracelets, necklaces, brooches, ear-rings, watch-chains, 
fobs, pendants, tie-pins, cuff-links, dress-studs, religious or other medals and insignia); and 


(b) Articles of personal use of a kind normally carried in the pocket, in the handbag or on the person (such as cigarette cases, powder boxes, 
chain purses, cachou boxes). 


10. For the purposes of 7114, "articles of goldsmiths’ or silversmiths' wares" includes such articles as ornaments, tableware, toilet-ware, 
smokers’ requisites and other articles of household, office or religious use. 


11. For the purposes of 7117, "imitation jewellery" means articles of jewellery within the meaning of paragraph (a) of Note 9 above (but not 
including buttons or other articles of 9606, or dress-combs, hair-slides or the like, or hairpins, of 9615), not incorporating natural or cultured 
pearls, precious or semi-precious stones (natural, synthetic or reconstructed) nor (except as plating or as minor constituents) precious metal 
or metal clad with precious metal. 


SUBHEADING NOTES 


1. For the purposes of 7106.10, 7108.11, 7110.11, 7110.21, 7110.31 and 7110.41, "powder" and "in powder form" mean products of which 
90% or more by weight passes through a sieve having a mesh aperture of 0.5 mm. 


2. Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter Note 4(b), for the purposes of 7110.11 and 7110.19, "platinum" does not include iridium, 
osmium, palladium, rhodium or ruthenium.

(a) An alloy of base metals is to be classified as an alloy of the metal which predominates by weight over each of the other metals; 


(b) An alloy composed of base metals of this Section and of elements not falling within this Section is to be treated as an alloy of base metals 
of this Section if the total weight of such metals equals or exceeds the total weight of the other elements present; 


(c) In this Section "alloys" includes sintered mixtures of metal powders, heterogeneous intimate mixtures obtained by melting (other than 
cermets) and intermetallic compounds. 


6. Unless the context otherwise requires, any reference in this Classification to a base metal includes a reference to alloys which, by virtue of 
Note 5 above, are to be classified as alloys of that metal. 


7. Classification of composite articles: 

Except where the headings otherwise require, articles of base metal (including articles of mixed materials treated as articles of base metal 
under the Interpretation Rules) containing two or more base metals are to be treated as articles of the base metal predominating by weight 
over each of the other metals.For this purpose: 

(a) lron and steel, or different kinds of iron or steel, are regarded as one and the same metal; 


(b) An alloy is regarded as being entirely composed of that metal as an alloy of which, by virtue of Note 5, it is classified; and 


(c) A cermet of 8113 is regarded as a single base metal. 


8. In this Section, the following have the meanings hereby assigned to them: 
(a) Waste and scrap 


Metal waste and scrap from the manufacture or mechanical working of metals, and metal goods definitely not usable as such because of 
breakage, cutting-up, wear or other reasons.

Products of which 90% or more by weight passes through a sieve having a mesh aperture of 1 mm.

1. In this Chapter and, in the case of Notes (d), (e) and (f) throughout this Classification, the following have the meanings hereby assigned to 
them: 


(a) Pig iron 


Iron-carbon alloys not usefully malleable, containing more than 2% by weight of carbon and which may contain by weight one or more other 
elements within the following limits; 


- not more than 10% of chromium 

- not more than 6% of manganese 

- not more than 3% of phosphorus 

- not more than 8% of silicon 

- a total of not more than 10% of other elements. 
(b) Spiegeleisen 


Iron-carbon alloys containing by weight more than 6% but not more than 30% of manganese and otherwise conforming to the specification at 
(a) above. 


(c) Ferro-alloys 

Alloys in pigs, blocks, lumps or similar primary forms, in forms obtained by continuous casting and also in granular or powder forms, whether 
or not agglomerated, commonly used as an additive in the manufacture of other alloys or as de-oxidants, de-sulphurising agents or for similar 
uses in ferrous metallurgy and generally not usefully malleable, containing by weight 4% or more of the element iron and one or more of the 
following: 


- more than 10% of chromium 


- more than 30% of manganese 


- more than 3% of phosphorus 

- more than 8% of silicon 

- a total of more than 10% of other elements, excluding carbon, subject to a maximum content of 10% in the case of copper. 
(d) Steel 


Ferrous materials other than those of 7203 which (with the exception of certain types produced in the form of castings) are usefully malleable 
and which contain by weight 2% or less of carbon.However, chromium steels may contain higher proportions of carbon. 


(e) Stainless steel 
Alloy steels containing, by weight, 1.2% or less of carbon and 10.5% or more of chromium, with or without other elements. 
(f) Other alloy steel 


Steels not complying with the definition of stainless steel and containing by weight one or more of the following elements in the proportion 
shown: 


- 0.3% or more of aluminium 

- 0.0008% or more of boron 

- 0.3% or more of chromium 

- 0.3% or more of cobalt 

- 0.4% or more of copper 

- 0.4% or more of lead 

- 1.65% or more of manganese 
- 0.08% or more of molybdenum 
- 0.3% or more of nickel 

- 0.06% or more of niobium 

- 0.6% or more of silicon 

- 0.05% or more of titanium 


- 0.3% or more of tungsten (wolfram) 


- 0.1% or more of vanadium 

- 0.05% or more of zirconium 

- 0.1% or more of other elements (except sulphur, phosphorus, carbon and nitrogen), taken separately. 
(g) Remelting scrap ingots of iron or steel 


Products roughly cast in the form of ingots without feeder-heads or hot tops, or of pigs, having obvious surface faults and not complying with 
the chemical composition of pig iron, spiegeleisen or ferro-alloys. 


(h) Granules 


Products of which less than 90% by weight passes through a sieve with a mesh aperture of 1 mm and of which 90% or more by weight 
passes through a sieve with a mesh aperture of 5 mm. 


(ij) Semi-finished products 
Continuous cast products of solid section, whether or not subjected to primary hot-rolling; and 


Other products of solid section, which have not been further worked than subjected to primary hot-rolling or roughly shaped by forging, 
including blanks for angles, shapes or sections. 


These products are not presented in coils. 

(k) Flat-rolled products 

Rolled products of solid rectangular (other than square) cross-section, which do not conform to the definition at (ij) above in the form of: 
- coils of successively superimposed layers, or 


- Straight lengths, which if of a thickness less than 4.75 mm are of a width measuring at least ten times the thickness or if of a thickness of 
4.75 mm or more are of a width which exceeds 150 mm and measures at least twice the thickness. 


Flat-rolled products include those with patterns in relief derived directly from rolling (for example, grooves, ribs, chequers, tears, buttons, 
lozenges) and those which have been perforated, corrugated or polished, provided that they do not thereby assume the character of articles 
or products of other headings. 


Flat-rolled products of a shape other than rectangular or square, of any size, are to be classified as products of a width of 600 mm or more, 
provided that they do not assume the character of articles or products of other headings. 


(l) Bars and rods, hot-rolled, in irregularly wound coils 
Hot-rolled products in irregularly wound coils, which have a solid cross-section in the shape of circles, segments of circles, ovals, rectangles 


(including squares), triangles or other convex polygons (including "flattened circles" and "modified rectangles", of which two opposite sides are 
convex arcs, the other two sides being straight, of equal length and parallel). These products may have indentations, ribs, grooves or other 


deformations produced during the rolling process (reinforcing bars and rods). 

(m) Other bars and rods 

Products which do not conform to any of the definitions at (ij), (kK) or (I) above or to the definition of wire, which have a uniform solid cross- 
section along their whole length in the shape of circles, segments of circles, ovals, rectangles (including squares), triangles or other convex 
polygons (including "flattened circles" and "modified rectangles", of which two opposite sides are convex arcs, the other two sides being 
straight, of equal length and parallel). These products may: 

- have indentations, ribs, grooves or other deformations produced during the rolling process (reinforcing bars and rods); 

- be twisted after rolling. 


(n) Angles, shapes and sections 


Products having a uniform solid cross-section along their whole length which do not conform to any of the definitions at (ij), (k), (I) or (m) 
above or to the definition of wire. 


Chapter 72 does not include products of 7301 or 7302. 
(0) Wire 


Cold-formed products in coils, of any uniform solid cross-section along their whole length, which do not conform to the definition of flat-rolled 
products. 


(p) Hollow drill bars and rods 
Hollow bars and rods of any cross-section, suitable for drills, of which the greatest external dimension of the cross-section exceeds 15 mm but 


does not exceed 52 mm, and of which the greatest internal dimension does not exceed one half of the greatest external dimension. Hollow 
bars and rods of iron or steel not conforming to this definition are to be classified in 7304. 


2. Ferrous metals clad with another ferrous metal are to be classified as products of the ferrous metal predominating by weight. 


3. lron or steel products obtained by electrolytic deposition, by pressure casting or by sintering are to be classified, according to their form, 
their composition and their appearance, in the headings of this Chapter appropriate to similar hot-rolled products. 

SUBHEADING NOTES 

1. In this Chapter the following have the meanings hereby assigned to them: 

(a) Alloy pig iron 


Pig iron containing, by weight, one or more of the following elements in the specified proportions: 


- more than 0.2% of chromium 

- more than 0.3% of copper 

- more than 0.3% of nickel 

- more than 0.1% of any of the following elements: aluminium, molybdenum, titanium, tungsten (wolfram), vanadium. 
(b) Non-alloy free-cutting steel 

Non-alloy steel containing, by weight, one or more of the following elements in the specified proportions: 
- 0.08% or more of sulphur 

- 0.1% or more of lead 

- more than 0.05% of selenium 

- more than 0.01% of tellurium 

- more than 0.05% of bismuth. 

(c) Silicon-electrical steel 


Alloy steels containing by weight at least 0.6% but not more than 6% of silicon and not more than 0.08% of carbon.They may also contain by 
weight not more than 1% of aluminium but no other element in a proportion that would give the steel the characteristics of another alloy steel. 


(d) High speed steel 


Alloy steels containing, with or without other elements, at least two of the three elements molybdenum, tungsten and vanadium with a 
combined content by weight of 7% or more, 0.6% or more of carbon and 3 to 6% of chromium. 


(e) Silico-manganese steel 

Alloy steels containing by weight: 

- not more than 0.7% of carbon, 

- 0.5% or more but not more than 1.9% of manganese, and 

- 0.6% or more but not more than 2.3% of silicon, but no other element in a proportion that would give the steel the characteristics of another 


alloy steel. 


2. For the classification of ferro-alloys in the subheadings of 7202 the following should be observed: 


A ferro-alloy is considered as binary and classified under the subheading (if it exists) if only one of the alloy elements exceeds the minimum 
percentage laid down in Chapter Note 1(c): by analogy, it is considered respectively as ternary or quaternary if two or three alloy elements 
exceed the minimum percentage. 


For the application of this Note the unspecified "other elements" referred to in Chapter Note 1(c) must each exceed 10% by weight. 


ADDITIONAL NOTE 


1. Throughout this Classification "high alloy steel" means alloy steels containing by weight one or more of the following elements in the 
proportion shown: 


- 2% or more of manganese 

- 2% or more of silicon 

- 0.5% or more of nickel 

- 1% or more of chromium

(6) Copper alloys 

Metallic substances other than unrefined copper in which copper predominates by weight over each of the other elements, provided that: 
(i) the content by weight of at least one of the other elements is greater than the limit specified in the foregoing table; or 

(ii) the total content by weight of such other elements exceeds 2.5%. 

(c) Master alloys 


Alloys containing with other elements more than 10% by weight of copper, not usefully malleable and commonly used as an additive in the 
manufacture of other alloys or as de-oxidants, de-sulphurising agents or for similar uses in the metallurgy of non-ferrous metals. However, 
copper phosphide (phosphor copper) containing more than 15% by weight of phosphorus falls in 2848. 


(d) Bars and rods 


Rolled, extruded, drawn or forged products, not in coils, which have a uniform solid cross-section along their whole length in the shape of 
circles, ovals, rectangles (including squares), equilateral triangles or regular convex polygons (including “flattened circles" and "modified 
rectangles", of which two opposite sides are convex arcs, the other two sides being straight, of equal length and parallel). Products with a 
rectangular (including square), triangular or polygonal cross-section may have corners rounded along their whole length. The thickness of 
such products which have a rectangular (including "modified rectangular") cross-section exceeds one-tenth of the width. "Bars and rods" also 
covers cast or sintered products, of the same forms and dimensions, which have been subsequently worked after production (otherwise than 
by simple trimming or de-scaling), provided that they have not thereby assumed the character of articles or products of other headings. 


Wire-bars and billets with their ends tapered or otherwise worked simply to facilitate their entry into machines for converting them into, for 
example, drawing stock (wire-rod) or tubes, are however to be taken to be unwrought copper of 7403. 


(e) Profiles 


Rolled, extruded, drawn, forged or formed products, coiled or not, of a uniform cross-section along their whole length, which do not conform to 
any of the definitions of bars, rods, wire, plates, sheets, strip, foil, tubes or pipes. "Profiles" also covers cast or sintered products, of the same 
forms, which have been subsequently worked after production (otherwise than by simple trimming or de-scaling), provided that they have not 
thereby assumed the character of articles or products of other headings. 


(f) Wire 


Rolled, extruded or drawn products, in coils, which have a uniform solid cross-section along their whole length in the shape of circles, ovals, 
rectangles (including squares), equilateral triangles or regular convex polygons (including "flattened circles" and "modified rectangles", of 
which two opposite sides are convex arcs, the other two sides being straight, of equal length and parallel). Products with a rectangular 
(including square), triangular or polygonal cross-section may have corners rounded along their whole length. The thickness of such products 


which have a rectangular (including "modified rectangular") cross-section exceeds one-tenth of the width. 


In the case of 7414, however, "wire" applies only to products, whether or not in coils, of any cross-sectional shape, of which no cross-sectional 
dimension exceeds 6 mm. 


(g) Plates, sheets, strip and foil 

Flat-surfaced products (other than the unwrought products of 7403), coiled or not, of solid rectangular (other than square) cross-section with 
or without rounded corners (including "modified rectangles" of which two opposite sides are convex arcs, the other two sides being straight, of 
equal length and parallel) of a uniform thickness, which are: 

- of rectangular (including square) shape with a thickness not exceeding one-tenth of the width; 

- of a shape other than rectangular or square, of any size, provided that they do not assume the character of articles or products of other 
headings. 

7409 and 7410 apply, inter alia, to plates, sheets, strip and foil with patterns (for example, grooves, ribs, chequers, tears, buttons, lozenges) 
and to such products which have been perforated, corrugated, polished or coated, provided that they do not thereby assume the character of 
articles or products of other headings. 

(h) Tubes and pipes 

Hollow products, coiled or not, which have a uniform cross-section with only one enclosed void along their whole length in the shape of 
circles, ovals, rectangles (including squares), equilateral triangles or regular convex polygons, and which have a uniform wall thickness. 
Products with a rectangular (including square), equilateral triangular or regular convex polygonal cross-section, which may have corners 
rounded along their whole length, are also to be taken to be tubes and pipes provided the inner and outer cross-sections are concentric and 
have the same form and orientation. Tubes and pipes of the foregoing cross-sections may be polished, coated, bent, threaded, drilled, 
waisted, expanded, cone-shaped or fitted with flanges, collars or rings. 

SUBHEADING NOTE 

1. In this Chapter the following have the meanings hereby assigned to them: 

(a) Copper-zinc base alloys (brasses) 

Alloys of copper and zinc, with or without other elements. When other elements are present: 

- zinc predominates by weight over each of such other elements; 

- any nickel content by weight is less than 5% (see copper-nickel-zinc alloys (nickel silvers)); and 

- any tin content by weight is less than 3% (See copper-tin alloys (bronzes)). 


(6) Copper-tin base alloys (bronzes) 


Alloys of copper and tin, with or without other elements. When other elements are present, tin predominates by weight over each of such other 
elements, except that when the tin content is 3% or more the zinc content by weight may exceed that of tin but must be less than 10%. 


(c) Copper-nickel-zinc base alloys (nickel silvers) 


Alloys of copper, nickel and zinc, with or without other elements. The nickel content is 5% or more by weight (See copper-zinc alloys 
(brasses)). 


(d) Copper-nickel base alloys 


Alloys of copper and nickel, with or without other elements but in any case containing by weight not more than 1% of zinc. When other 
elements are present, nickel predominates by weight over each of such other elements.

1. In this Section, "computer control" means a controlling unit that incorporates at least one electronic microcircuit that is part of the 
microcircuitry of the controlling unit, being microcircuitry that enables the unit:

(b) when programmed, to automatically control the operation of the appliance, machine or apparatus independently of human control;

(e) Electro-mechanical domestic appliances of 8509; digital cameras of 8525; or 

(f) Hand-operated mechanical floor sweepers, not motorised (9603). 

2. Subject to the operation of Note 3 to Section 16, a machine or appliance which answers to a description in one or more of 8401 to 8424 
and at the same time to a description in one or other of 8425 to 8480 is to be classified under the appropriate heading of the former group and 


not the latter. 


8419 does not, however, cover: 


(a) Germination plant, incubators or brooders (8436); 

(6) Grain dampening machines (8437); 

(c) Diffusing apparatus for sugar juice extraction (8438); 

(d) Machinery for the heat-treatment of textile yarns, fabrics or made up textile articles (8451); or 


(e) Machinery or plant, designed for a mechanical operation, in which a change of temperature, even if necessary, is subsidiary. 
8422 does not cover:

8424 does not cover:

3. A machine-tool for working any material which answers to a description in 8456 and at the same time to a description in 8457, 8458, 8459, 
8460, 8461, 8464 or 8465 is to be classified in 8456. 


4. 8457 applies only to machine-tools for working metal, other than lathes (including turning centres), which can carry out different types of 
machining operations either: 
(a) by automatic tool change from a magazine or the like in conformity with a machining programme (machining centres), 


(b) by the automatic use, simultaneously or sequentially, of different unit heads working on a fixed position workpiece (unit construction 
machines, single station), or 


(c) by the automatic transfer of the workpiece to different unit heads (multi-station transfer machines). 


5. 

(A) For the purposes of 8471, "automatic data processing machines" means: 

(a) Digital machines, capable of: 

(1) storing the processing program or programs and at least the data immediately necessary for the execution of the program; 
(2) being freely programmed in accordance with the requirements of the user; 

(3) performing arithmetical computations specified by the user; and, 


(4) executing, without human intervention, a processing program which requires them to modify their execution, by logical decision during the 
processing run; 


(b) Analogue machines capable of simulating mathematical models and comprising at least: analogue elements, control elements and 
programming elements; 


(c) Hybrid machines consisting of either a digital machine with analogue elements or an analogue machine with digital elements. 


(B) Automatic data processing machines may be in the form of systems consisting of a variable number of separate units. Subject to 
paragraph (E) below, a unit is to be regarded as being a part of a complete system if it meets all of the following conditions: 


(a) It is of a kind solely or prinicipally used in an automatic data processing system; 
(b) It is connectable to the central processing unit either directly or through one or more other units; and 


(c) It is able to accept or deliver data in a form (codes or signals) which can be used by the system. 


(C) Separately presented units of an automatic data processing machine are to be classified in 8471. 


(D) Printers, keyboards, X-Y co-ordinate input devices and disk storage units which satisfy the conditions of paragraphs (B)(b) and (B)(c) 
above, are in all cases to be classified as units of 8471. 


(E) Machines performing a specific function other than data processing and incorprating or working in conjunction with an automatic data 
processing machine are to be classified in the headings appropriate to their respective functions or, failing that, in residual headings. 


6. 8482 applies, inter alia, to polished steel balls, the maximum and minimum diameters of which do not differ from the nominal diameter by 
more than 1% or by more than 0.05 mm, whichever is less. Other steel balls are to be classified in 7326. 


7. Amachine which is used for more than one purpose is, for the purposes of classification, to be treated as if its principal purpose were its 
sole purpose. 


Subject to Note 2 to this Chapter and Note 3 to Section 16, a machine the principle purpose of which is not described in any heading or for 
which no one purpose is the principal purpose is, unless the context otherwise requires, to be classified in 8479. 8479 also covers machines 
for making rope or cable (for example, stranding, twisting or cabling machines) from metal wire, textile yarn or any other material or from a 
combination of such materials. 


8. For the purposes of 8470, "pocket-size" applies only to machines the dimensions of which do not exceed 170 mm x 100 mm x 45 mm. 


SUBHEADING NOTES 
1. For the purposes of 8471.49, "systems" means automatic data processing machines whose units satisfy the conditions laid down in Note 5 


(B) to Chapter 84 and which comprise at least a central processing unit, one input unit (for example, a keyboard or a scanner), and one output 
unit (for example, a visual display unit or a printer). 


2. 8482.40 applies only to bearings with cylindrical rollers of a uniform diameter not exceeding 5 mm and having a length which is at least 
three times the diameter. The ends of the rollers may be rounded. 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 
1. In this Chapter, the power of an internal combustion piston engine shall be taken to be the net output, expressed in kilowatts, that the 
engine is capable of delivering continuously at a stated crankshaft speed under standard operating conditions. 


2. For the purposes of this Chapter, "operating weight" means the combined weight of the machine, the driver and a tank full of fuel. 


3. 8422 does not cover machines which collate and load, or merely load or unload, packs or units of goods (in one or more tiers or layers) 
onto pallets, slipsheets or the like (8428).

4. For the purposes of 8534, "printed circuits" are circuits obtained by forming on an insulating base, by any printing process (for example, 
embossing, plating-up, etching) or by the "film circuit" technique, conductor elements, contacts or other printed components (for example, 
inductances, resistors, capacitors) alone orinterconnected according to a pre-established pattern, other than elements which can produce, 
rectify, modulate or amplify an electrical signal (for example, semiconductor elements). 


"Printed circuits" does not cover circuits combined with elements other than those obtained during the printing process, nor does it cover 
individual, discrete resistors, capacitors or inductances. Printed circuits may, however, be fitted with non-printed connecting elements. 
Thin- or thick-film circuits comprising passive and active elements obtained during the same technological process are to be classified in 
8542. 


5. For the purposes of 8541 and 8542: 


(A) "Diodes, transistors and similar semiconductor devices" are semiconductor devices the operation of which depends on variations in 
resistivity on the application of an electric field; 


(B) "Electronic integrated circuits and microassemblies" are: 


(a) Monolithic integrated circuits in which the circuit elements (diodes, transistors, resistors, capacitors, interconnections, etc.) are created in 
the mass (essentially) and on the surface of a semiconductor material (doped silicon, for example) and are inseparably associated; 


(6) Hybrid integrated circuits in which passive elements (resistors, capacitors, interconnections, etc.), obtained by thin- or thick-film 
technology, and active elements (diodes, transistors, monolithic integrated circuits, etc.), obtained by semiconductor technology, are 
combined to all intents and purposes indivisibly, on a single insulating substrate (glass, ceramic, etc.). These circuits may also include 
discrete components; 


(c) Microassemblies of the moulded module, micromodule or similar types, consisting of discrete, active or both active and passive, 
components which are combined and interconnected. 


For the classification of the articles defined in this Note, 8541 and 8542 shall take precedence over any other heading in this Classification 
which might cover them by reference to, in particular, their function. 


6. Records, tapes and other media of 8523 or 8524 remain classified in those headings when presented with the apparatus for which they are 


intended. 
This Note does not apply to such media when they are presented with articles other than the apparatus for which they are intended. 


7. For the purposes of 8548, "spent primary cells, spent primary batteries and spent electric accumulators" are those which are neither usable 
as such because of breakage, cutting-up, wear or other reasons, nor capable of being recharged. 


SUBHEADING NOTES 


1. 8519.92 and 8527.12 cover only cassette-players with built-in amplifier, without built-in loudspeaker, capable of operating without an 
external source of electric power and the dimensions of which do not exceed 170 mm x 100 mm x 45 mm. 


2. For the purposes of 8542.10, the term "smart cards" means cards which have embedded in them an electronic integrated circuit 
(microprocessor) of any type in the form of a chip and which may or may not have a magnetic stripe. 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 
1. In this Chapter "kVA" means kilovoltampere.

- the breakover angle is the supplement of the largest angle, in the side view of a vehicle, that can be formed by two lines tangent to the front 
and rear "Static Loaded Tyre Radius" arcs and intersecting at a point on the underside of the vehicle; 

(c) Departure angle of not less than 20 degrees 

- the departure angle is the smallest angle, in the side view of a vehicle, formed by the level surface on which the vehicle is standing and a 


line tangent to the rear tyre "Static Loaded Tyre Radius" arc and touching the underside of the vehicle rearward of the rear tyre; 


(d) Running clearance of not less than 200 mm 


- the distance from the surface on which a vehicle is standing to the lowest point on the vehicle excluding unsprung mass; 

(e) Front axle, rear axle and suspension clearance of not less than 175 mm each 

- front axle and rear axle clearance is the vertical distance from the level surface on which the vehicle is standing to the lowest point on the 
"axle" differential (when applicable in case of a front "axle") of the vehicle; 


- suspension clearance is the minimum distance from the front and rear suspensions to the ground. 


5. For the purposes of 8703, "passenger motor vehicles" means motor cars and other motor vehicles (including station wagons) designed for 
the carriage of 2 or more persons (including the driver), other than: 


(a) ambulances; 


(b) hearses; 


(c) police vans; 


(d) amphibious vehicles; or 


(e) off-road vehicles. 


6. 8708 does not cover textile mats or textile carpets (Chapter 57). 


7. For the purposes of this Chapter "g.v.w." (gross vehicle weight) is the road weight specified by the manufacturer as being the maximum 
design weight capacity of the vehicle. This weight is the combined weight of the vehicle, the maximum specified load, the driver and a tank full 
of fuel.

(g) Pumps incorporating measuring devices, of 8413; weight-operated counting or checking machinery, or separately presented weights for 
balances (8423); lifting or handling machinery (8425 to 8428); paper or paperboard cutting machines of all kinds (8441); fittings for adjusting 
work or tools on machine-tools, of 8466, including fittings with optical devices for reading the scale (for example, "optical" dividing heads) but 
not those which are in themselves essentially optical instruments (for example, alignment telescopes); calculating machines (8470); valves or 
other appliances 8481; 

(h) Searchlights or spotlights of a kind used for cycles or motor vehicles (8512); portable electric lamps of 8513; cinematographic sound 
recording, reproducing or re-recording apparatus (8519 or 8520); sound-heads (8522); still image video cameras, other video camera 
recorders and digital cameras (8525); radar apparatus, radio navigational aid apparatus or radio remote control apparatus (8526); numerical 
control apparatus of 8537; sealed beam lamp units of 8539; optical fibre cables of 8544; 

(ij) Searchlights or spotlights of 9405; 

(k) Articles of Chapter 95; 


(i) Capacity measures, which are to be classified according to their constituent material; or 


(m) Spools, reels or similar supports (which are to be classified according to their constituent material, for example, in 3923 or Section 15). 


2. Subject to Note 1 above, parts and accessories for machines, apparatus, instruments or articles of this Chapter are to be classified 
according to the following rules: 


(a) Parts and accessories which are goods included in any of the headings of this Chapter or of Chapter 84, 85 or 91 (other than 8485, 8548 
or 9033) are in all cases to be classified in their respective headings; 


(b) Other parts and accessories, if suitable for use solely or principally with a particular kind of machine, instrument or apparatus, or with a 
number of machines, instruments or apparatus of the same heading (including a machine, instrument or apparatus of 9010, 9013 or 9031) are 


to be classified with the machines, instruments or apparatus of that kind; 


(c) All other parts and accessories are to be classified in 9033. 


3. The provisions of Note 4 to Section 16 apply also to this Chapter. 


4. 9005 does not apply to telescopic sights for fitting to arms, periscopic telescopes for fitting to submarines or tanks, or to telescopes for 
machines, appliances, instruments or apparatus of this Chapter or Section 16; such telescopic sights and telescopes are to be classified in 
9013. 


5. Measuring or checking optical instruments, appliances or machines which, but for this Note, could be classified both in 9013 and in 9031 
are to be classified in 9031. 

6. For the purposes of 9021, the expression "orthopaedic appliances" means appliances for: 

- Preventing or correcting bodily deformities; or 

- Supporting or holding parts of the body following an illness, operation or injury. 


Orthopaedic appliances include footwear and special insoles designed to correct orthopaedic conditions, provided that they are either (1) 
made to measure or (2) mass-produced, presented singly and not in pairs and designed to fit either foot equally. 


7. 9032 applies only to: 


(a) Instruments and apparatus for automatically controlling the flow, level, pressure or other variables of liquids or gases, or for automatically 
controlling temperature, whether or not their operation depends on an electrical phenomenon which varies according to the factor to be 
automatically controlled, which are designed to bring this factor to, and maintain it at, a desired value, stabilised against disturbances, by 
constantly or periodically measuring its actual value; and 


(b) Automatic regulators of electrical quantities, and instruments or apparatus for automatically controlling non-electrical quantities the 
operation of which depends on an electrical phenomenon varying according to the factor to be controlled, which are designed to bring this 
factor to, and maintain it at, a desired value, stabilised against disturbances, by constantly or periodically measuring its actual value. 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 


1. This Chapter does not cover gas pressure regulators (so called) of the piston or diaphragm type, of a kind used with compressed gas 
cylinders or reticulated gas pipeline systems, incorporating a pressure reducing valve or the like, whether or not combined with a pressure 
gauge (8481). 


2. For the purposes of 9021.10, PARTS does not include pegs, protectors, eyelets, hooks, buckles, ornaments, braid, laces, pompons, or 
other trimmings (which are to be classified in their appropriate headings) or buttons or other goods of 9606.

Detailed Export Commodity Classification This part contains the entire 8-digit classification. It is presented by Section and under 
each section the Chapters are shown. 


AHECC in downloadable format This contains a copy of all of the above documents in Acrobat format, for down-loading 
and printing. 


4. To navigate the AHECC you need to “drill down" to the relevant document. This can be done in one of two ways. 


(i) Either open the top level document and click on links within; or 

(ii) click on the "twisties" (the triangles) next to documents to show a list of the documents under it. Once you are find the required document 
enter it by clicking on it. 

Note that some documents have up to three levels (eg. under Detailed Export Commodity Classification are Sections, and under these are 
Chapters). 


5. The web version can be searched using the standard ABS web searcher. If you use an "Advanced" search using two search strings and 
include "AHECC" as one of these strings, and use the "limit search to these categories" to "AusStats" you will limit the search to only the 


AHECC. If you do not include "AHECC" in your search, you will find references to your search string that are located anywhere on the ABS 
website.
